The Medical Section of this application filled out by the physician and 
the results of the physical examination will be returned to the Workmen’s 
Compensation Agent. 

Based on the report by the physician, the Workmen’s Compensation 
Agent will make his recommendation to the Department Head as to the 
applicant’s employment. If the Department Head wishes to take exception 
to whatever recommendation is made by the Workmen’s Compensation 
Agent, he will discuss the matter with his board and obtain their approval 
before employing the applicant. 


II. Hiring—Classification and Rate of Pay 


All new employees should be classified and paid in accordance with 
the current Standard Rates of Salary and should be paid the minimum of 
the rate range of the job into which they have been classified. 

Upon recommendation of the Department Head and/or Supervisory 
Board, a hiring rate above the minimum of the rate range may be paid. 
Such recommendations should be supported by evidence in writing of the 
special reasons or exceptional circumstances and such notification will be 
sent to the Personnel Board. 
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III. Step-Rate Increases 


A. Individual advancement should be for merit and not for length 
of service. The amount of increase should follow the step-rate schedule 
for the job classification to which the employee has been assigned in 
accordance with the current Standard Rates of Salary. 


B. After approval of the Department Head that performance on the 
job has been satisfactory, employees will receive a step-rate increase each 
year (to the maximum of the range) as follows: 

1. Hourly Employees 
As of April lst of each year to those employees who were 
permanently employed on September lst of the previous 
year. 

2. Salaried Employees and Part-Time Library Employees 
On the anniversary of employment. 


C. Upon recommendation by the Department Head and/or Supervisory 
Board, step-rate increases may be granted earlier or later than the time 
stated in Paragraph B. This recommendation should be supported by 
evidence in writing of special reasons or exceptional circumstances and 
sent to the Personnel Board for Review at least two weeks before the 
recommended effective date. 


D. As a matter of sound personnel practice, Department heads should 
discuss with each employee about individual progress and performance. 
This interview is a convenient time to notify employees of the reasons 
why they are receiving or not receiving a step-rate increase. 


IV. Transfers 


A. To encourage a policy of promoting from within, it is reeommended 
that vacancies be posted on the departmental Bulletin Boards three days 
prior to being filled. The final decision as to selection rests with the 
department where the vacancy occurs. 


B. When an employee is promoted to a higher job classification, the 
employee will receive the minimum of the rate range of the new job or be 
entered in the salary step of the new classification which is at least one 
step higher than his present rate. Future step-rate increases (to the 
maximum of the range) will be given as follows: 

1. Hourly Employees 
As of April lst of each year to those employees who were 
permanently employed on September 1st of the previous 
year. 

2. Salaried Employees and Part-Time Library Employees 
On the anniversary of employment (not the anniversary 
date of the transfer). 


C. When an employee is transferred to a lower job classification, the 
employee will receive the maximum of the job classification to which 
employee is transferred or his present rate, whichever is lower. Future 
step-rate increases (to the maximum of the range) will be given as follows: 
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1. Hourly Employees 
As of April 1st of each year to those employees who were 
permanently employed on September 1st of the previous 
year. 


2. Salaried Employees 
On the anniversary of employment (not the anniversary 
date of transfer to the lower job classification). 


V. New Job Classifications and Re-Classifications 

When a new position is to be established (or created) not already in 
the current “Standard Rates of Salaries,” the Department Head or employ- 
ing agency will send to the Personnel Board a description of the duties 
and responsibilities of the job with their recommendations of the salary 
range for the new position. 

The same procedure will be followed if an existing position is so 
changed that in effect the classification of the old job no longer exists. 

After investigation the Personnel Board will determine the title for 
the new or reclassified job and set a salary range (with appropriate steps), 
and establish the date it will become effective and shall refer it to the 
next Annual Town Meeting for confirmation. 

Voted at Annual Town Meeting 1950 


VI. Holiday Pay (except student help in Library) 

A. All permanent Town employees will be paid one day at regular 
straight time pay for the following holidays which fall on or are observed 
on regularly-scheduled work days. 


New Year’s Day *Bunker Hill Day Veterans’ Day 
Washington’s Birthday Independence Day Thanksgiving Day 
Patriots’ Day Labor Day Christmas Day 
Memorial Day Columbus Day 


* School Department Personnel are paid for a different day. 


B. After temporary employees have worked 30 weeks during the 
twelve months prior to June Ist, they will receive holiday pay in accordance 
with Paragraph A. 


C. In order to qualify for holiday credit, a regular employee shall 
have worked on the last regularly-scheduled work day prior to, and the 
next regularly-scheduled work day following such holiday, unless absence 
is authorized. 

NOTE: See Section XVII for Fire and Police rules on Holiday Pay. 


VII. Vacations (except professional librarians and Library student help) 

A. (1) One week’s vacation without loss of pay will be granted to all 
permanent employees who have actually worked 15 weeks (in the aggregate) 
during the 12 months preceding June Ist. 


(2) Additional days of Vacation will be added at the rate of one 
day for each 3 weeks of additional iength of service after 15 weeks and 
up to 30. For example: 
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1 day to all permanent employees who have actually worked 18 weeks 


2. days ” ” ” ”? ” 99 ” ” 21 weeks 
3 days ” ”? ”? ”? 9 oP ” bP] 93 weeks 
4 days ” ” ”” 9 ” 39 99 9 Da weeks 


B. Two weeks’ vacation without loss of pay will be granted to all 
permanent employees who have actually worked 30 weeks (in the aggre- 
gate) during the 12 months preceding June Ist. 
(G.L. Chapter 41, Section 111) 


C. Three weeks’ vacation without loss of pay will be granted within 
each calendar year to ail employees who have completed ten years “service” 
and have worked on a schedule of 52 weeks per year. Eligibility for the 
third week of vacation commences January 1st of the calendar year in 
which the tenth service aniversary occurs. (Town Vote 1960) 

For “Service” see Paragraph F. 


D. Four weeks’ vacation without loss of pay will be granted within 
each calendar year to all employees who have completed 30 years’ service 
and have worked on a schedule of 52 weeks per year. Eligibility for the 
fourth week of vacation commences January 1st of the calendar year in 
which the 30th service anniversary occurs. (Town Vote 1960) 

For “Service” see Paragraph F. 

E. Vacations are scheduled under the direction of the Department 
Head. Whenever possible the vacation period should follow an employee’s 
preference, subject to work requirement and seniority. Employees entitled 
to more than two weeks’ vacation may be required to split their vacation 
period in the light of work-load requirements. 

F. Length of service as referred to in Paragraphs C and D includes 
total service in the employ of the Town, not necessarily continuous. If a 
permanent or temporary employee has previously been a “part-time” em- 
ployee, he will receive proportional credit for this part-time employment 
toward this “Service.” Leave of absence for active duty in the Armed 
Forces will be credited as “Service.” 

G. Vacations cannot be accumulated from year to year. Exceptions 
may be made for employees with 10 years or more service upon the 
recommendation of the Department Head and/or Supervisory Board and 
after review by the Personnel Board, if submitted a reasonable time in 
advance. 


H. If a recognized legal holiday falls within the period of the vacation, 
one day will be added to the vacation. The additional day may be added 
later at a time mutually satisfactory to the employee and the Department 
Head. Exception may be made in Fire and Police Departments. 

I. Part-time permanent employees will be entitled to the same amount 
of vacation leave as full-time employees and will be paid at their regular 
part-time rate. 

J. After temporary employees have worked 30 weeks during the 12 


months prior to June Ist, they will be entitled to two weeks vacation with- 
out loss of pay. 
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K. Whenever the employment of a person is terminated during the 
year by dismissal through no fault or delinquency on his part, or by resig- 
nation, retirement, or death, he or his estate, shall be paid an amount in 
lieu of his unused vacation leave. (G.L. Chapter 41, Section 111E) 


VIII. Vacations—Professional Librarians 
American Library Association—adopted by Library Trustees 

A. The yearly vacation for the Chief Librarian is one month. 

B. Vacations are granted to the professional staff after 6 months’ 
work at the rate of 1% days per month (or 5 days for 3 months) making 
a total annual vacation of 20 working days or 4 weeks. 

C. The Library’s regular vacation period is from June through Sep- 
tember 15. It is expected that 3 weeks of this vacation be taken in the 
regular vacation period. Exceptions to this are to be determined by the 
Chief Librarian. 


IX. Sick Leave—non-occupational 
(except professional librarians, library student help and 
School Department) 

A. For the first year of employment, employees will accumulate sick 
leave at the rate of one day for each calendar month worked. Further ac- 
cumulation of non-occupational sick leave credits will be at the rate of 
one day for each calendar month up to a total of 60 days credit. Only 
working days lost (duty days of fire and police departments) will be 
deducted from “accumulated” credits. All full-time permanent employees 
having completed one year’s service may be advanced sick leave up to 12 
days of the current year’s allotment, provided they have worked or have 
been on authorized leave on or after the first working day of that current 
calendar year. 

B. All full-time temporary employees will be granted non-occupational 
sick-leave credits at the rate of 1 day for each four full consecutive weeks 
of employment. Maximum allowance not to exceed 12 days per year. 


C. All permanent part-time employees will be entitled to the same 
non-occupational sick-leave benefits as full-time employees but will be 
paid at their regular part-time rate. 

D. The Head of each department will investigate and ascertain the 
validity of any request for non-occupational sick leave made by an em- 
ployee of his department and will approve the same if he is satisfied as 
to the validity of such request. A physician’s certificate will be furnished 
to the Department Head at his request. 

E. Extension of paid sick leave in excess of accumulated credit can 
be made only upon the recommendation of the Department Head and/or 
Supervisory Board after review by the Personnel Board. 

In determining whether sick leave extension will be granted, the prior 
attendance and performance of the employee is a significant factor. Con- 
servation of normal sick-leave allowance by employees is advisable in the 
event a long-term illness makes necessary a request for extension in 
excess of accumulated credit. 
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F. Department Heads are responsible for maintaining records of sick- 
leave absences, accumulated sick-leave credits and the correct balance of 
sick-leave credits. 

The format and frequency of reporting medium is recommended by 
the Personnel Board. The office of the Town Accountant performs the 
record-keeping function to insure maximum uniformity among the prac- 
tices of all departments. 


X. Sick Leave—non-occupational (professional librarians) 
Same as professional school teachers—adopted by Library 
Trustees 
Each professional librarian is entitled to fifteen (15) days sick leave 
beginning with the first year of service and cumulative to a total of 100 
days at full pay. 50 additional days minus substitute pay may be accumu- 
lated after 100 days have been earned. 


XI. Sick Leave—non-occupational (School Department) 


School Department rules provide for accumulation to a maximum of 
75 days credit against which all sick and emergency leaves are charged. 


XII. Sick Leave—occupational 


A. When a police officer or firefighter is incapacitated because of 
injury sustained in the performance of his duty he shall be granted leave 
without loss of pay for a period of such incapitance. 

(Chapter 41, Section ITIF) 

B. When employees covered by Workmen’s Compensation Law are 
incapacitated because of injury sustained on the job, they will receive 
compensation according to this law. The dollars difference between the 
amount received through Workmen’s Compensation and their normal pay 
from the Town will be made up from (or the whole) of any accumulated 
non-occupational sick leave credits. The amount of such make-up will 
continue until the dollar amount of the non-occupational sick-leave credits 
is used up. (Vote of Town) 


C. When any other Town employee, not included in Paragraphs A 
and B are incapacitated because of injury sustained on the job, the 
amount of compensation will be determined, for each particular case, after 
careful study and review by the Personnel Board based upon the recom- 
mendations of the Department Head and/or Supervisory Board. 


XIII. Emergency Leave 


A. At the discretion of the Department Head, employees may be 
excused for periods not to exceed 3 days with full pay for reasons of 
emergency such as serious illness or death in the immediate family. 

Extension of time can be made only upon the approval of the Depart- 
ment Head. A report of such extensions will be made promptly to the 
Personnel Board. 


B. School Department policy requires that all emergency leave be 
charged against sick-leave credits. 
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XIV. Court Leave 


Court leave of absence will be granted to an employee who is called 
to serve upon the Jury or is summoned to appear in Court as a witness. 
The difference between any fees received and his regular rate of compen- 
sation will be paid by the Town. Such leave will be granted only for the 
period of such Jury service or for the period during which the employee 
is required to be in Court as a witness. 


XV. Military Leave 

Employees who serve in the State or Federal Military Training Forces 
under orders will be allowed the difference between any base pay they 
may receive and their regular rate of compensation from the Town for 
a period of not more than 17 calendar days of such Military leave. 


XVI. Payment for Overtime 
A. Hourly-rated and Custodians 


(Normal work week is 40 hours—8 hours per day, 5 days 
per week) . 

1. Overtime premium will be paid at the rate of one and one-half 
times the normal rate after working 8 hours in any one day or after work- 
ing 40 hours in any one week. 

2. When working on Saturday, overtime premium will begin only 
after the employee has actually completed 40 hours work in the same 
week or “credit” for 40 hours work has been approved for the same week. 

3. Overtime premium will be paid when working on Sunday or 
any of the eleven recognized legal holidays which fall within the work week. 

4. Overtime will not be paid to those working on established special 
work schedules. 

5. If “called in” after normal hours, overtime will be figured from 
the time of reporting (on the job or at the yard) plus one-half hour. 

Overtime will be paid in multiples of half-hour periods 


B. Salaried Employees 
(Normal work week 35 hours—7 hours per day, 5 days 
per week) 


1. If salaried employees are required to work overtime, the super- 
visor may give equivalent time off without loss of pay. 


XVII. Fire and Police 


When working on any of the eleven recognized legal holidays which 
fall within their normal work week, members of the Fire and Police De- 
partments (except chiefs) will be paid an extra day’s pay, provided at 
least (6) hours of duty fall within the holiday. 


XVIII. Records 


A personal record of all employees under the jurisdiction of the Per- 
sonnel Board will be maintained by the Town Accountant in his office. 
Said records will contain all the vital statistics and other pertinent data 
of such persons. It will be the duty of each 'Town Officer or employee to 
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furnish to the Town Accountant, upon his request, all data needed for 
the compilation of this record and such personnel records and reports as 
the Personnel Board may require. 


XIX. Conference Procedures 


The following procedure is used when an employee has a question con- 
cerning his job classification, rate of pay, or any other working condition 
which comes within the scope of the Personnel Board. 

First: 
The employee should discuss the question with his 
Department Head and receive an answer within a 
reasonable time. 


Second: 
If the Department Head is unable to answer the ques- 
tion or give a satisfactory answer, the question should 
be referred to the appropriate Board (Selectmen, Water 
& Sewer, etc.). If necessary, this Board may consult 
with the Personnel Board prior to giving an answer. 
The employee will be advised of the answer by his 
Department Head. 

Third: 
If the employee feels that his question has not been 
answered satisfactorily, a conference may be arranged 
with the Personnel Board. 


ARTICLE 6 


To raise and appropriate money to defray the expenses of the Town 
for the current financial year and especially for or relating to all or any 
of the boards, departments and purposes hereinafter mentioned, to fix 
the salary and compensation of all elective officers of the Town, as pro- 
vided by Section 108 of Chapter 41 of the General Laws, as amended, 
namely Town Treasurer, Assessors and Town Clerk, and to take any other 
action in relation thereto.

SUGGESTED LEGISLATIVE ACT TO CREATE POSITION OF 
TOWN COMPTROLLER IN WINCHESTER 


An Act Establishing the Office of Comptroller in the Town of Win- 
chester. Be it enacted, etc.; as follows: 

Section 1. There shall be in Town of Winchester a Comptroller who 
shall be appointed by the selectmen and who shall have, in addition to 
the powers and duties conferred and imposed upon town accountants by 
General Laws, the powers and duties prescribed in Section 2 hereof. The 
person so appointed shall be a citizen of the United States and shall have 
had at least three years’ full-time accounting experience. The Comptroller 
shall be subject to the supervision and control of the selectmen and shall 
devote his entire time to the performance of his duties and the supervision 
of the employees of his department. He shall be appointed as soon as 
possible after the acceptance of this act by the Town of Winchester for a 
term to run for three years from the first day of April following such 
acceptance, or until the qualification of his successor; thereafter, appoint- 
ment of the Comptroller shall be made in March of every third year for 
three-year terms running from the first day of April following such appoint- 
ment. He may be removed by the selectmen for cause and the vacancy 
filed by appointment for the remainder of the unexpired term. 

Section 2. The Comptroller shall have, in addition to the powers and 
duties conferred and imposed upon town accountants, the following powers 
and duties: 

(a) He shall prescribe the methods of installation and exercise super- 
vision of all accounting records of the several officers, boards and commis- 
sions of the Town; provided, however, that any change in the system of 
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accounts shail first be discussed with the selectmen and the officers, 
boards and commissions affected and shall meet the requirements of the 
State Director of Accounts. 


(b) He shall establish standard practices relating to all accounting 
matters and procedures and the coordination of systems throughout the 
Town, including clerical and office methods, records, reports and procedures 
as they relate to accounting matters and shall prepare and issue rules, 
regulations and instructions relating thereto, which, when approved by 
the selectmen, shall be binding upon all officers, employees and departments 
of the town. 


(c) He shall draw all warrants upon the treasurer for the payment 
of bills, drafts and orders chargeable to the several appropriations and 
other accounts. 


(d) Prior to submitting any warrant to the selectmen, he shall 
examine and approve as not being fraudulent, unlawful or excessive, all 
bills, drafts and orders covered thereby; and, in connection with any such 
examination, he may make inspection as to the quality, quantity and 
condition of any materials, supplies or equipment delivered to or received 
by any officer, board or commission of the Town, and may investigate the 
services or labor performed for or furnished to any such officer, board or 
commission. If upon examination it appears to the Comptroller that any 
such bill, draft, or order is fraudulent, unlawful or excessive, he shall 
immediately file with the selectmen and town treasurer a written report 
of the reasons for his findings. 


(e) He shall be in charge of all of the accounting and business ma- 
chines owned by the town, and shall allocate the use thereof among the 
several departments. 


(f) He shall be responsible for a continuous audit of all accounts and 
records of the town wherever located. 


Section 3. If the Comptroller is unable to perform his duties because 
of disability or absence, or if the office is vacant because of resignation 
or death, the selectmen may appoint a temporary Comptroller to hold such 
office and exercise the powers and perform the duties thereof until the 
Comptroller who was disabled or absent resumes his duties or until another 
Comptroller is duly appointed. Said appointment shall be in writing signed 
by a majority of the selectmen and shall be filed in the office of the 
town clerk. 


Section 4. The Comptroller, with the approval of a majority of the 
selectmen, may appoint in writing an assistant. Unless a temporary Comp- 
troller is appointed, the assistant may, in the absence of the Comptroller 
perform the duties of the comptroller and when performing such duties 
shall have the same powers and be subject to the same requirements and 
penalties as the Comptroller. 


Section 5. Upon the qualification of the Comptroller first appointed 
hereunder, the town accountant shall cease to serve as such and the office 
of town accountant shall thereupon be abolished.

SUMMARY 


The proposed amendment imposes no new taxes but gives the General 
Court the power to pass an income tax at graduated or proportioned rates 
and is a change in the constitutional limitations now in effect on the power 
of the General Court to pass tax measures. The proposed amendment would 
add a new Article to the Constitution of the Commonwealth by which full 
power and authority is granted to the General Court, in the alternative to 
the power and authority to tax incomes in the manner provided in Article 
XLIV of the Amendments to the Constitution, to impose a tax on incomes 
at rates which are proportioned or graduated according to the amount 
of income received, irrespective of the source from which it may be derived, 
and to grant reasonable exemptions, deductions and abatements.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 

The Year 1962, with continued interest in apartment buildings, town- 
owned land sale proposals, several important court cases, Industrial Com- 
mission activities and an increased civic interest in town administration, 
was an exceedingly busy year for the Board of Selectmen. A few of the 
major events are documented below. 

Chapter 32B 

The 1962 Annual Town Meeting voted to accept Chapter 32B. The 
Selectmen in conjunction with representatives of the Town employees 
worked out a liberal and comprehensive program of group medical and 
life insurance which was put into effect on September lst at an estimated 
annual cost of $45,000. 

The Town Accountant, appointed by the Selectmen as administrator for 
the program, has done a most capable job of getting the program under way. 
Route 3 

The Department of Public Works released in August the plans for the 
proposed and alternate routes for the Metropolitan Inner Belt and Con- 
nector Highways. 

The proposed route for the extension of Route 3 from its present ter- 
minus in Burlington to a connection with the Inner Belt is quite acceptable 
from Winchester’s stand-point, being through the Great Meadow in Lexing- 
ton to a junction with the proposed improved Route 2. The alternate 
route, which Winchester would strenuously oppose, would essentially wipe 
out the Country Club and seriously detract from the beauty of the Mystic 
Lakes. 

Term of Office 

Chapter 525 of the Acts of 1962 was accepted by vote of the Special 
Town Meeting on September 24, 1962. This Act provides that the out- 
going member or members of the Board of Selectmen will continue in 
office until the Monday after the dissolution of the Annual Town Meeting 
or May ist whichever is earlier. This change was made at the suggestion 
of the Town By-Laws Revision Committee to provide for continuity of 
presentation of recommended town programs at the Annual Town Meet- 
ing. 

The present Board will be the first to carry forward under this Act. 
Town Hall Re-modeling 

In September the Board of Health and the building Department were 
welcomed to the town hall family, moving from their former rented 
quarters at 9 Mt. Vernon Street to new quarters on the ground floor which 
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were made available under the 1962 portion of the long range program 
for remodeling the Town Hall. 

The Board of Health, the Accounting Department and the General 
Services Department have new suites of offices on the West end of the 
ground floor while the Building Department and Board of Appeals moved 
into the former Accounting office in the East Wing. 

Also completely refurnished this year was the Welfare Office on the 
first floor. 

It is hoped that the re-modeling will be continued in 1963 by reno- 
vating the center portion of the ground floor and the access stairway 
from the main door to the ground floor and the East Wing Meeting Room. 


STONE Farm (Tufts Road Area) 

1962 may well be known in years to come as the year of the “Tufts Road 
Controversy” and of a revitalization of interest in town affairs. Acting 
under instructions of the town voiced in a 110 to 5 vote at the Annual 
Town Meeting to keep the zoning of the Stone Farm as industrial and 
general residence and acting under prior authorization to sell the town- 
owned land, the Board of Selectmen arranged a sale of this property for 
light industrial and residential purpose subject to acceptance by a subse- 
quent town meeting on the layout of the streets. 

Following strenuous objections from residents living near this area, 
at a Special Town Meeting called on September 24th, the light industrial 
development plan was unanimously defeated, and the area was rezoned 
to make it all General Residence. 

The Board hopes that the interest displayed during this period will 
continue to prevail during preparation for and participation in our 1963 
Annual Town Meeting so that we may obtain a clearer picture of the 
Town’s desires on the many matters of importance to both current and 
future planning that will properly be brought up at that time. 


Wadleigh School 

One of the town’s landmarks passed into obscurity with the demoli- 
tion of the Wadleigh School. As a memento for future posterity, the 
weather-vane atop this landmark has been preserved for use on a future 
town edifice and now reposes at the Town Yard in the care of the Highway 
Department until its future use is determined. Due to the lateness of 
the season, seeding will be deferred until the Spring of 1963. 

The Board is fortunate to have been able to enjoy the cooperation and 
experience between the various departments, town boards, committees and 
loyal employees which has made its work during the year pleasant and 
rewarding and has resulted in a feeling of real accomplishment.

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REPORT OF THE ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT 


Board of Selectmen, 
Winchester, Massachusetts 
Gentlemen: 

I respectfully submit the annual report of the Engineering Depart- 
ment for 1962. The activities of the department are summarized under 
the following headings: 


Board of Assessors: 

Assessors’ plans were revised to show annual changes in land owner- 
ship, new lots, new buildings and other information pertinent to assess- 
ments. 

The set of composite Assessors’ plans was brought up to date under the 
supervision of the Engineering Department. 

One year indexing of Assessor’s abstracts was completed. 

Building Department: 

Surveys for the determination of street lines were made when re- 
quested. 

Cemetery Department: 

Plans showing lotting, restricted areas, etc., and corresponding surveys 
were made. 

The annual locations and plans of all interments were made for record 
purposes. 

Collector of Taxes: 

Descriptions of land and other data necessary in the preparation of 
certificates for dissolvement of tax liens were furnished to the Collector of 
Taxes, and information pertinent to lien certificates was provided as re- 
quested. 

Descriptions of parcels of land to be advertised for non-payment of 
taxes were prepared as requested. 

Fire Department: 

A composite plan of the Town water supply and hydrant system was 
brought up to date. 
Highway Department: 

The construction program for curbing and granolithic sidewalks re- 
quired considerable engineering services this year. Estimates, costs and 
assessments of streets, sidewalks and various highway projects were sub- 
mitted to the Board of Selectmen. 

Lines for street markings and parking lots were furnished, as re- 
quired. 

Plans and estimates for the 1963 program are being prepared. 

Street layout and acceptance plan of Wickham Road were made. Con- 
struction was not completed. The necessary engineering services were 
furnished by the Department. 

Park Department: 


Seasonal layouts for baseball, football, swimming, etc. were made as 
requested.

Surveys to establish Park land boundaries were made when requested. 

Considerable time was spent in providing engineering services for con- 
struction of the Shore Road Field, and in making a field survey of Park 
land on the northerly side of Skillings Road and westerly side of the 
Boston & Maine Railroad. 


Planning Board: 

Plans and profiles of the following “ways” were approved by the 
Planning Board under the Subdivision Control Law: 

Berkshire Drive — a way from Johnson Road northeasterly about 
fifteen hundred sixteen (1516) feet. 

Crestview Terrace — a way from Berkshire Drive southeasterly about 
three hundred five (305) feet. 

Nassau Drive — a way from the existing approved portion of Nassau 
Drive southeasterly about one hundred ninety (190) feet to Berkshire Drive. 

Thornberry Road — a way from the existing approved portion of Thorn- 
berry Road easterly about seventeen hundred sixty seven (1767) feet. 

Considerable time was spent in examining the plans of these layouts. 

Information related to engineering requirements under the Subdivision 
Control Law was furnished frequently to private engineers and developers. 

Estimates of subdivision construction costs to be used in establishing 
the amounts of performance bonds were prepared when requested. 

Cross sections of Town owned land beyond Bates Road were taken, 
and a profile was designed for a proposed extension of Bates Road. 
Sanitation: 

Elevations were taken periodically at the incinerator and adjoining 
traveled way areas for the purpose of recording any building or soil settle- 
ment. 


School Department: 
Surveys to establish school land boundaries were made when requested. 


Water & Sewer Department: 

Preliminary plans, layouts, grades and lines and connection records 
have been made for sewers constructed in 1962. 

Water main locations and plans showing various installations are being 
made. 

The master sewer plan of the entire Town was brought up to date. 

Considerable time was spent providing engineering services for the 
elimination of several connections to the Metropolitan sewer system. 
Miscellaneous:

Gentlemen: 


During the Spring of 1962, one hundred and seventeen trees were 
planted as public shade trees. There were seventy-seven Sugar Maples, 
thirty-three Lindens and seven Pin Oaks purchased and set out. 

Spraying service was furnished to private owners as requested. This 
spraying program was let to the low bidder, Cedar Lawn Tree Service, by 
the Town, and charges for this service in the amount of $2,423.60 were 
committed to the Town Collector. 

The Dutch Elm disease has been a serious problem again. Out of 
eighty-four Elms tested fifty-seven were found to have the disease by 
laboratory tests. Thirteen diseased Elms were public shade trees; one on 
Park property and forty-three were on private property. Approximately 
one quarter of the total number diseased has been removed and burned. 
The remaining diseased trees are scheduled to be disposed of before April 
1, 1963. 

The department rendered assistance as usual on the Snow and Ice 
program.

I respectfully submit, herewith, the annual report of the Workman’s 
compensation Department for the year ending December 31, 1962. 


The Department serviced five permanently disabled employees in 1962. 
These employees received $6,497.40 in Compensation payments and $116.10 
in medical services in 1962. 

Eleven employees received injuries which incapacitated them for a total 
of 578 days. Compensation payments for this group amounted to $5,047.57. 
Physicians services amounted to $594.00, hospital costs, $3,553.35, drugs 
$153.35. Other medical services amounted to $218.10. 


Fifty-one employees received minor injuries which required medical 
services but no loss of time from the job. Physicians services for this group 
amounted to $537.00. Hospital Services $357.04, Drugs $29.00 and other 
Medical Services amounted to, $60.00. 


The 1962 Town Meeting approved the plan for pre-employment physical 
examinations. These examinations are mandatory upon all applicants for 
work in town departments whose employees are covered by Workman’s 
Compensation. As of this date, 93 applicants for employment have received 
physical examinations. The cost of these examinations amounts to $473.00. 


The Compensation Agent wishes to take this opportunity to thank 
Doctor Fontneau who accepted the task of conducting these physical exam- 
inations. His patience and kindness made the work of the Agent much 
easier. I wish, also, to express my sincere thanks to the department heads 
and the employees who have cooperated in making this program a success. 

The following is a detailed account of the expenditures of the Work- 
man’s Compensation Department in 1962. The figures shown below are in 
part an estimate.

Personnel 


The Department at present is comprised of a Chief, three Lieutenants, 
four Sergeants, 28 Patrolmen, and a Secretary. During the vacation pe- 
riods special officers are employed to keep the department at maximum 
strength. 
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Juvenile Problem 


The efficient work performed by the officer assigned to this work has 
helped to keep Juvenile Delinquency at a minimum. 


School Traffic Control 


Twenty school crossings throughout the town are covered by 19 School 
Traffic Officers and one regular officer. These men and women still con- 
tinue to perform an outstanding job in the protection of our school chil- 
dren. These officers have been issued multi-colored safety vests for their 
protection and to make them more readily identifiable to the public. 


Auxiliary Police Force 
This organization consists of a Chief, Deputy Chief, a Captain, three 
Sergeants, 17 Patrolmen. This department still continues to be of great 
assistance to the regular force in the handling of the traffic and other 
duties when needed. 


Mobile Equipment 


The motor vehicle equipment consists of one 1960 Chev. — sedan, one 
1962 Pontiac sedan, 2 1962 Ford Ranch Wagons and 1962 Cadillac Am- 
bulance. 

The Chevrolet Sedan is unmarked and doubles as the third patrol car 
on the early evening patrol resulting in better coverage and protection for 
the town. 

The Pontiac sedan is for the use of the Chief of Police. 

The two Ford Ranch wagons are constantly on Patrol one in each 
half of the town. They are fully equipped for emergencies and are con- 
vertible if necessary for emergency ambulance service. 

Our Cadillac ambulance is of the latest design, fully equipped and 
welcome replacement for our old ambulance. 


Traffic and Safety 

A traffic enforcement program is constantly in force in an attempt to 
reduce serious automobile accidents in our town. 

During the past year a survey was made of streets adjacent to the 
Vinson-Owen School and the Lynch Junior High School. The State De- 
partment of Public Works has agreed to approve the posting of speed limit 
signs on Johnson Road, Wildwood Street, and Pond Street as a result of 
these surveys. 

Many recommendations have been made for the installation of “Slow 
Children” and Parking restriction signs in various parts of town. 


Teletype and Signal Systems 
The transmitting units in the police station are in good working order 
and should last for several years. 
The two radio units in the two ranch wagons are seven years old and 
should be replaced because of the increase in radio repairs. 


The radios in the other cars are in good shape and should last for a 
few more years. 
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At present we have 19 telephone boxes throughout the town. These 
phones are used by the officers to keep in contact with the station. During 
the past year an additional box was installed on Ridge Street near the 
Vinson-Owen School. This has resulted in better police protection for this 
part of town. 


Police Station 
The police station with exception of the upper part of the building 
is in good condition. 
I recommend that tile be installed on the second floor. If this is done, 
no major repairs in the police station will be necessary. 


Service 


I again want to extend my sincere thanks to the Honorable Board of 
Selectmen for its interest, cooperation, and assistance in all matters per- 
taining to police work, to all Town Departments, to members of the Fin- 
ance Committee for their patience in resolving our financial problems and 
to all citizens and various organizations who have assisted the department 
in numerous ways. 

I want to thank the personnel of the Woburn District Court for the 
cooperation and assistance given to me and my officers. I also want to 
thank the Lieut., Sergeants, and all members of the Department for the 
efficient and courteous manner in which they have performed their duties.

REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT

Gentlemen: 


I submit herewith my seventeenth annual report of the Fire Depart- 
ment for 1962. 


During the year the Department responded to 704 Still Alarms; 112 
Box Alarms; 9 False Alarms; 26 Mutual Aid Alarms for a total of 851. 39 
Calls for the Rescue Truck for emergencies and the resuscitator. Respond- 
ed on 5 Ambulance calls with the Police Department. 

The apparatus has travelled a total of 15,349 miles and has pumped 
558 hours. Used 17,400 feet of 2144” hose; 14,200 feet of 114” hose; 69,700 
feet of booster hose and raised 2,956 feet of ladders. 162 soda, acid and 
foamite extinguishers were filled for the other Town Departments and 
residents of the Town. The Department responded on two multiple 
alarms during the year. 
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133 Inspections were made of oil burner equipment and permits issued 
for a total of 30,500 gallons of fuel oil. 10 Permits for inflamable liquids 
and 30 permits issued for blasting operations. 

All motor equipment is in good running condition and the new 1000 
gallon Mack Pumper was delivered December 14, 1962. The Underwriters 
acceptance test was held December 18, 1962 and it passed all tests. The 
1936 Ford (Eng. No. 4) front end pump was turned over to the Water 
Department. 

All fire alarm boxes and circuits of the Fire Alarm System have been 
tested every month. 15,100 feet of new fire alarm wire has been replaced 
along with new fire alarm lines. Fire Alarm Boxes installed in 1962 are 
as follows. Box No. 265 at Dennett and Hollywood Roads; Box No. 513 at 
Squire Road; Box No. 342 at Charles and Bradford Roads. 


The exterior of the Fire Station is in good condition. The interior 
of the building needs painting on the first floor. 


The Department has conducted four Fire Drills in all the Schools of 
the Town. All buildings, Stores, Gas Stations, etc. have been inspected. 
The Winchester Hospital and the Home for Aged have to be inspected 
four times a year and reports filed with the State. 


Members of the Department with a member of the Water Department 
tested all the hydrants in the Town. Most of them were in good condi- 
tion but a number of them were in bad condition. These hydrants are being 
corrected by the Water Department. 


In October of 1962 we had very heavy rains causing flooded conditions 
all over the Town. We received over 160 calls for assistance and completed 
105 using 2 sump pumps; 2 front end pumps; Trailer pump; One portable 
gasoline pump. 

The manual force consists of 36 Permanent men and 6 Call men. The 
permanent force consists of the Chief, 3 Captains, 4 Lieutenants, One 
Mechanic; 2 Fire Alarm Men and a Clerk with 24 Fire Fighters. Francis 
Nowell of the Call Force resigned February 1, 1962. He was appointed to 
the Call Force in March, 1934. 


Home building in the Town has increased by 48 single homes and 5 
duplex homes, a block of stores, a commercial garage; 2 Light Industrial 
buildings; Cabinet shop; an apartment and an addition to the Hospital. 
This calls for more Fire protection and the West Side Fire Station should 
be built as soon as possible. 

I wish to express my appreciation to the residents and business men 
for their cooperation in Fire Prevention; to the Permanent Fire Fighters 
who respond to alarms on their time off; our Call Force; to our Chaplains 
the Reverend Francis X. Turke and Reverend H. Newton Clay; to Mr. 
Boecker, Sherman Russell and Bruce Hamilton Chief of the Auxiliary and 
his Auxiliary Fire Fighters.

I respectfully submit the following annual report of Highway Depart- 
ment activities: 
NEW CONSTRUCTION 
Streets: 


Wickham Road was accepted as a public way at the Annual Town 
Meeting and was constructed through the bituminous concrete base. Con- 
struction will be completed during 1963. 

Albamont Road accepted as a public way in 1961 was completed. 

The following listed streets accepted as public ways in 1961 were pre- 
viously constructed by the developer; however, the considerable curbing 
required was installed by the department. Approximately 1200 feet of 
curbing on Wincrest Drive remains to be completed in 1963: 

Capri Terrace from Thornberry Road to Nassau Drive. 

Carriage Lane from Squire Road to Squire Road. 

Fairlane Terrace from Squire Road extending southwesterly approx- 
imately five hundred forty-one (541) feet. 

Nassau Drive from Thornberry Road extending northeasterly approx- 
imately one thousand three hundred sixty-nine (1369) feet. 

Squire Road from Wincrest Drive to Thornberry Road. 

Thornberry Road from Wincrest Drive to the Lexington-Winchester 
Town. line. 

Wincrest Drive from Ridge Street to Thornberry Road. 

Under the Chapter 90 program, Ridge Street from Lockeland Road one 
thousand seven hundred (1700) feet toward Woburn was constructed by 
A. M. Gregorio and Sons, Inc. 

It is expected that bids for Chapter 90 construction from end of 1962 
construction on Ridge Street to Johnson Road, will be awarded early in 
1963. 

Upon completion of the Waterfield Building, the Waterfield parking lot 
was surfaced with bituminous concrete and parking meters were installed. 


Surface Drainage: 


Two hundred thirty-nine feet of concrete pipe and nine manholes and 
catch basins were constructed in Wickham Road. 


Fifty-seven feet of concrete pipe and four manholes were installed as 
part of Hollywood Road outfall drain. 


On Ginn Road and Bacon Street three hundred and seventy-four feet 
of concrete pipe and three manholes and catch basins were installed to 
relieve a flooding condition in Ginn Road. 


One hundred eighty-two feet of concrete pipe were laid in Ridge 
Street in the vicinity of the Woburn-Winchester line. 
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Eight thousand eight hundred sixty feet of concrete pipe and one hun- 
dred ten manholes and catch basins were incorporated into the drainage 
system in the Winchester Estates. 

In connection with Chapter 90 construction, one thousand and thirteen 
feet of concrete pipe and seventeen manholes and catch basins were added 
to the system. 


Sidewalk and Curb: 


One thousand ninety square yards of concrete sidewalk, eight thousand 
seven hundred and fifty-two feet of granite curb, five hundred and seven 
feet of concrete curb, and six hundred forty-three feet of paving stone curb 
were installed during the year. 

In addition, a bituminous concrete sidewalk was constructed on the 
northerly side of Johnson Road in the vicinity of the Vinson-Owen School 
from Hawthorne Road to Ridge Street. 


MAINTENANCE 
Streets: 


During the fall, Indian Hill Road, Oneida Road, Oneida Circle, Penn 
Road, Fletcher Street, Hillside Avenue, part of Waterfield Road, Grove 
Street, Westland Avenue and Thompson Street were resurfaced by Tri- 
mount Bituminous Products Company. 

In addition, a bituminous concrete base was placed on High Street 
from the vicinity of Lockeland Road to Ridge Street. 


Sidewalks: 


Approximately 100 square yards of concrete sidewalk was replaced 
during the year and approximately 200 square yards of concrete sidewalk 
was repaired. 


Street Signs and Marking: 


One hundred and three traffic and street signs were erected or replaced 
during the year. 

Approximately thirty miles of traffic lines were painted on streets and 
parking areas. 


NEW EQUIPMENT 
Two new 4-ton trucks were purchased replacing two 1956 2-ton units. 


SANITATION 


A contract for town collected and delivered garbage was awarded to 
Leon Bushmich Corporation of Burlington for $1,200.00 for the period 
August 1, 1962 to July 31, 1963. 

Collections were made every fourth working day at dwellings and 
daily from stores, restaurants, high schools and hospital as required. 

A new garbage truck was purchased and received in August, 1962. 

The incinerator completed in 1961 continued to operate well in dis- 
posing of the town’s trash. An increase in tonnage received necessitated 
overtime burning during the spring and fall. 
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SNOW & ICE 


Six storms required plowing and removal work, and a total of twenty- 
two storms involved salting. 


Approximate expenditures for Snow and Ice for 1962 were as follows: 


Administration $ 2,700. 
Maintenance of Equipment 26,600. 
Plowing Streets & Walks 19,000. 
Removal of Snow 24,200. 
Salting 52,000.

Development Trust. Numerous cases have been tried and disposed of 
during the year. Claims by or against the town are investigated and suit- 
able action taken. 

Every endeavor is made to protect and safeguard the legal interest of 
the town and to cooperate and assist so far as is possible in the time avail- 
able the various committees, boards and officers of the town.

Park Commissioners 


The Park Department’s responsibilities cover the care and maintenance 
of all the Town’s parks, playgrounds, athletic fields, center plots and water- 
ways as well as the grounds of all the schools. 

A continued improvement has been made on the Winchester Common 
this year also, with the additional planting of shrubs and flowering trees 
donated by numerous individuals and organizations. The Park Commis- 
sioners are requesting an appropriation in 1963 for the installation of an 
automatic underground irrigation system. 

The summer playground program, including adult softball, under the 
capable supervision of Frank Provinzano was a continued success with a 
substantial attendance at the beach areas and playgrounds. The Arts & 
Crafts program conducted by Miss Claire Pearce, and the basketball pro- 
gram conducted by James Phillips, was also very successful. The Park 
Commissioners are pleased with the successful operations of the Recreation 
Committee on their winter program. 

The Palmer Beach bathhouse has been constructed of fire proof ma- 
terial and was in use this past season. 

At present there is still skating at the Shore Road Field and the Park 
Commissioners are preparing facilities for skating on Leonard Field at 
the Washington Street area. 

The contract for the dredging of the Aberjona was awarded and the 
work completed this past summer. 

The Park Department is in hopes of contracting the dredging of Leon- 
ard Pool and installing a new diving platform of cement to replace the 
old wooden platform in 1963. 


We are also making plans for the dredging of Mill Pond at the rear 
of the Town Hall and the Aberjona River by the falls and Waterfield Road. 

The Park Department wishes to express its appreciation to the various 
Boards, Committees and the Town Departments for the cooperation and 
help extended them during the past year in the borrowing of equipment 
and manpower as this has been a great saving to the Town.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 

Elected officials with the responsibility of setting policy for operation 
of a major civic facility must constantly use as a guide for their actions, 
some broad definite concepts of the purposes they believe the facility 
should serve. In reporting annually to their constituents, a simple re- 
statement by the Trustees of the Public Library of some of the principal 
goals, gives a framework within which this report, that of the Librarian, 
and the proposed budget and request for appropriations for the current 
year, can be better measured and understood. 


Greater benefit to and use by the Townspeople of the facilities and 
services offered by the Library and a continued improvement in the qual- 
ity and scope of such facilities are fundamental aims. The book collection 
and the supplementary collections of periodicals, records, visual aids, etc., 
are paramount. The staff, and its effectiveness in carrying out the ad- 
ministrative duties of caring for the collections and in teaching and helping 
others to use them, is an essential element. The building and its furnish- 
ings, with the care and upkeep required, and the importance of using them 
efficiently are necessary aspects of the assignment. 
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Excellence, rather than mere adequacy, in these three, the collections, 
the staff and the physical plant, is a goal of the Trustees. This is a requi- 
site to achieving the greatest benefit from the Library for the residents of 
the Town. By adding to these fundamentals other projects as art exhibits, 
the children’s film programs, tours and instruction in use of its facilities, 
etc., the Library can increase in value as the municipal cultural center. 
Within the limits of the personal services and appropriations available, such 
a broadening of the basic library functions is favored. 

Increased uSe can be measured somewhat by statistical figures. In 
terms of number of borrowers and items (books, periodicals, records, etc.) 
circulated in 1962, there were substantial increases. Circulation, for exam- 
ple, increased by about four (4%) percent, over a quarter of a million items 
were used in 1962. Increased use of the library reading and study areas 
required rearrangement to provide more tables and chairs. This meant 
decreasing the standing shelves in the reading rooms which had allowed 
for the type of browsing many patrons enjoy. 


Because of limited stack and shelving space, the size of the book collec- 
tion has had to be constricted. The number of new books acquired in- 
creased at a rate to be expected. In order to provide for the effect of this 
increase, an intensified program of weeding and discarding of worn-out or 
out-dated books has been in progress to an extent beyond that normally 
required. 


It follows naturally that increase in use and increase in the size of 
the collection means increase in costs. Books have increased nearly 10% 
in cost over the last year or so. Binding costs have increased because of 
greater use of the books and unfortunately because of an evident decrease 
in the quality of book-binding generally. 


The costs of maintenance of the building have increased somewhat 
because of two factors. The Library is now thirty years old and more 
repairs are required. Secondly, a more substantial regular preventive 
maintenance policy has been inaugurated, particularly with respect to the 
exterior of the building, to keep the premises in good condition. 


To assure the Library of an able professional staff, salaries must be 
competitive and sufficient. Winchester is above the average in its intellec- 
tual and educational interests and the standards of library service must 
be higher to satisfy those who use its facilities. 


For some time there has been evidence that an addition to the Library 
is needed. The children’s room, for example, is inadequate. Study area 
for young adults where required reference material is readily available is 
taxing the main reading room to the limit. A quiet reading room for adults 
is desirable but difficult to attain with the present space problems. Storage, 
stacking and shelving of books is a major problem with present space 
limitations. Those responsible have been surveying every possibility of 
“stream-lining”, disposing of non-essentials, and generally studying the 
most efficient use of existing facilities before proposing any new RrOgTay 
to provide additional space. 
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A year ago, the Trustees reported a “wait-and-see” policy insofar as 
the new legislation to provide State Aid to Public Libraries is concerned. 
This matter is still under consideration. 

During the year 1962, several gifts were made to the Library which 
are acknowledged with appreciation. The En Ka Society contributed six 
hundred dollars ($600.00) for books and a book truck to supplement the 
services furnished by the Library at the Winchester Hospital. Many gifts 
of books were received. The policy with respect to gifts of books might be 
summarized for the information of those interested. Those which consti- 
tute valuable and appropriate new items are catalogued and become part 
of the collection. So too are duplicates of books which are in sufficient de- 
mand. Other gift books are exchanged for needed volumes. Finally, some 
are added to the collection of discarded books sent to various charitable 
organizations. 

The importance of the income from Trust Funds bequeathed or donated 
to the Library by generous Winchester people should be recognized. Each 
year, several thousands of dollars are spent for books, records and other 
uses, sometimes specified by the donors. These funds supplement the an- 
nual appropriation and result in lowering the funds which would otherwise 
be required from general funds raised through taxes. The Town is most 
grateful for the benefits of such generosity. The Rich Room and the 
Downs Room are constant reminders that the Library has had many 
individual benefactors interested in making the Library outstanding. 

The greater use of the Library with its present restricted physical 
facilities prompts the Trustees to express their appreciation to the entire 
staff for its splendid efforts under far from ideal conditions. We urge the 
citizens of the Town to consider these conditions and earnestly solicit their 
help, support and suggestions on a suitable program for future expansion 
of Library facilities.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 
1962 


The year 1962 has been marked by the decision to transfer 8th grade 
students to the Adult Department of the Library. This was done reluctant- 
ly because adults were already crowded by the more than 1,400 young 
people (grades 9-12) who were entitled to adult cards. However, it became 
evident during the school year 1961-1962 that many 8th graders were given 
the same assignments as 9th graders, and that they were not finding 
sufficient material in the Children’s Room. 
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With excellent cooperation from the principals and librarians of the 
junior high schools, the parochial schools, and Marycliff Academy, all 8th 
graders visited the Library in October and November for an introductory 
tour of the Adult Department and for instruction by Mrs. Roberts, the 
Young Adults’ Librarian. As a result over 400 8th graders now have adult 
cards. 


The present rearrangement of the Library resulted from the need for 
more student space without infringement upon the quiet space for adults. 
The bulk of the reference collection has been shelved in the Main Reading 
Room, since it was felt that this change would take the crowded confusion 
of the young people away from the lobby. The result has been a quieter 
lobby and West Reading Room. The Downs Room and the small micro- 
film room off the balcony are reserved for older readers, secondary school 
students being allowed there only to obtain a needed book or record. 
Space was made for tables and extra chairs in the Main Reading Room 
by removing the free-standing bookcases — now used in other areas of the 
Library. Books formerly in this reading room are now shelved in the 
alcoves or in the stacks. Some less used stack books have been shelved 
in the attic. 

An intensified program of weeding and discarding duplicate copies, 
worn-out and out-of-date books has resulted in the withdrawal of over 
7000 books from the Library in 1962. Many of these were in the fields of 
industry and business, including mathematics, technology and trades. 
Fiction books were also weeded during the year, as were the religious books. 
Work is now going on in art books and travel. Many books have been 
replaced by new editions, or sometimes by new copies of the same edition 
of the book. Discarded books have been sent to veterans’ hospitals through 
the Red Cross, others have been given to the Merchant Marine, Salvation 
Army and Morgan Memorial. 

It might seem that the transfer of 400 young people out of the Chil- 
dren’s Room would relieve somewhat the crowded conditions there. How- 
ever, books borrowed in November 1962 show a 5% increase over November 
1961 in the Children’s Room, and a glance at the room itself any afternoon 
after school also proves that the room is just as crowded as it ever was. 

A survey of the charging system in use at the Library was made early 
in 1962 by Mr. Joyce, Assistant Librarian, and Mrs. Roberts, Head of the 
Circulation Department. Other charging systems were used as compari- 
son, and a visit was made to the Medford Public Library to study the self- 
charge system used there. As a result, it was decided not to change the 
basic system of the present Gaylord machine charging, but to find ways 
to use it in a more efficient manner. A change has already been made to 
send overdue notices on a revised timetable which has resulted in the 
expected saving of staff time, postage and materials. Other changes will 
be made wherever possible if the increased efficiency obtained does not 
cut down on services which townspeople now enjoy. 

Special exhibits have been arranged during the year at the request of, 
and in cooperation with the League of Women Voters, Mental Health Asso- 
ciation, UNICEF, Girl Scouts, Red Cross, EMARC, and the Winchester 
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Hospital. Many fine art exhibits have been arranged for the Library by 
members of the Winchester Art Association, These included the work 
of local artists in April, the art work of school children from St. Mary’s 
and Immaculate Conception in May, and an exhibit of High School student 
art work in June. 

The Rich Room has accommodated a total of 155 meetings in the past 
year. Family Film Programs on Friday evenings have had an average of 
40 attending. Saturday morning films have been shown to capacity au- 
‘ diences of school-age children. Story Hour replaced the films in April and 
May. 

Miss Russell, the Children’s Librarian, and Mrs. White, part-time Chil- 
dren’s helper, took a refresher course in story telling in the spring. In addi 
tion to Saturday films and stories, the Children’s Room had a Summer Read- 
ing Club of over 360 active members. During the year 17 classes and a Girl 
Scout troop have visited the Children’s Room with their teachers for 
instruction in how to use the Library. Miss Russell visited all classes in 
Grades 1 - 6 to tell them about the Summer Reading Program. 

The Library has been host to several groups of librarians during the 
year — the children’s librarians and the young adults’ librarians of the 
surrounding area, also the members of the Greater Boston Public Library 
Administrators’ group. 

Mrs. Roberts, Young Adults’ Librarian, was a member of the panel 
sponsored by the Young Adults’ Round Table at the New England Library 
Association Convention in October. Mrs. Laban and Mrs. Mallery now 
hold Professional Librarians’ Certificates as the result of successfully pass- 
ing the examination given by the Massachusetts Board of Library Commis- 
sioners. The Head Librarian has served on two committees of the Greater 
Boston Public Library Administrators Group in 1962. She also acted as 
one of the judges in the Writing Contest for the young people of St. Mary’s 
Parish. The College Club Study Group on Contemporary Literature re- 
quested a member of the Library Staff as speaker at the opening meeting 
of this group in October. Mrs. Laban represented the Library on this 
occasion and gave reviews of many of the good books of the past year. 

Miss McLatchy, a graduate of Winchester High School Business Course, 
joined the Staff in June as Junior Clerk. Mrs. Ann Anderson became the 
Reference Librarian in September, replacing Miss Nicot who resigned to 
accept a position in the Lexington Public Library. Mrs. Anderson has her 
library degree from Simmons College and joins the Staff after several 
years of experience in the Arlington Public Library. Both new Staff mem- 
bers are Winchester residents. 


The Hospital book collection for the use of patients and staff has 
increased by 260 new books in 1962, and books borrowed increased from 
2,964 in 1961 to 3,383 in the past year. 

Thanks are due the Board of Trustees for the guidance and help 
given the Librarian in her work of administering the library. For loyal 
and willing service at all times the Librarian is indebted to each individual 
member of a fine staff.

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Annual Report of the Civil Defense 


A Federal Government appointed group of Engineers made a survey 
of available public Fallout Shelters during the past year. Five have met 
the requirements, namely; Washington School, Church of the Epiphany, 
Post Office Building, Winchester Laundry and Winchester Cooperative 
Bank Building for a total of 377 persons. This capacity can be increased 

to about 1600 if adequate ventilation and comfort facilities are installed — 
- at our expense. The government will only provide very austere rations for 
10 days, chemical toilets and water containers for the present. This is for 
Public Shelters, no rations or other equipment will be provided for private 
shelters. 


Additional space for Civil Defense Equipment is needed. Negotiations 
have been opened with affected Town Departments for the use and alter- 
ation of town owned buildings. It is proposed to house the CD Fire Engine 
No. 6 plus an alternate Control Center with facilities for 24 hour duty in 
case of emergency. The primary Control Center is not suitably protected 
from fallout and future plans call for moving it to a safer place. 

Civil Defense Personnel is growing. Below is a list of unpaid members; 
it is interesting to know that some 12 of the CD members have been affi- 
liated with our Civil Defense Department since its inception in 1951.

The Communication Branch of our Civil Defense Department has 
undergone several changes during the year 1962. New members of our 
regular communications group have been added and another group, which 
will comprise our newly formed Ancillary Communications Department has 
been organized. The latter is made up of volunteers utilizing their own 
personal Citizens Band equipment which is capable of operation either 
from a base station or mobile from any car. 

In order for our base station to communicate with this group which 
must by law (Federal Regulations) operate on other than Races frequen- 
cies, we purchased one Citizens Band transceiver for use in our control 
center in the police station basement. 

To compensate for a growing number of obsolete radio units, many 
of which are 10 years old and wearing out, we have begun a program of 
gradual replacement that will continue for the next few years. Some 
further expansion is also planned and will also require new units over 
the same period. 

The entire facilities of the Regular and Ancillary CD radio group 
were called on this year to assist the Boy Scouts massive town-wide cleanup 
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drive. We are pleased to say that the scout leaders reported to us that 
the whole operation could only have been accomplished in such a short time 
by the complete coordination of the many separate groups and trucks 
which was done by constant radio contact from CD mobile radio units and 
a portable base station set up in an open outdoor area away from the 
regular base station.

Eight outdoor drills were held in the spring and ten during the fall. 
Drills were of two to two and one-half hours duration and consisted of 
practise in all phases of Fire Department work. Particular stress was laid 
on the saving of life and property from destruction by fire, flood or natural 
disaster. The average attendance at drills was eleven. Basic and advanced 
training in fire fighting techniques was given the six new. members re- 
cruited this year. The balance of the force participated in these drills, 
reviewing work taught in previous years. 

Again this year, at least two members were assigned to duty at Fire 
Headquarters each week-day night, November through April, from 17:00 to 
10:00 P.M. Those men respond with the apparatus and work at all fires 
to which the Regular Department responds. In addition auxiliary mem- 
bers respond to box alarms when at home. A total of 1,450 man-hours 
was given the town by Auxiliary members in the above activities. 

We again wish to comment on the excellent cooperation given this 
organization by Captain I. Frank Amico of the regular Fire Department, 
who has so generously given of his off-duty time for many years, that we 
may be properly instructed in our duties. 

We also express our sincere appreciation to Chief James E. Callahan 
and the officers and permanent members of the Winchester Fire Depart- 
ment for their fine spirit of cooperation with the Auxiliary Department. 
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What the ensuing year will bring is anyone’s guess. Right now Cuba 
has quieted down, but apparently the fire is far from out. The Federal 
Government seems to feel that Civil Defense must be augmented and the 
population made more aware of what could happen. Fallout protection 
is the main theme — in group shelters sponsored by the government. 
Unfortunately there are not enough of them and emphasis is placed on 
home shelters, of course at one’s own expense for the present, at least. 

It is difficult to know what to ask the Town of Winchester to do as 
far as spending money for Civil Defense Department activities in the face 
of World Conditions. In case of a national emergency of great severity, 
we would need a lot more equipment than we own. Yet we feel that for 
the present we will go along on a reasonable basis, getting what extra equip- 
ment is needed from government surplus warehouses, and purchasing only 
that which in an emergency would be unobtainable.

Report of the Board of Public Welfare 
and Bureau of Old Age Assistance 


The Board of Public Welfare and Bureau of Old Age Assistance here- 
with submits its annual report for the year 1962. 


The year 1962 saw a resurgence of interest in Public Welfare on, local, 
state and national levels. The right of the public to ask questions and to 
demand the best of its public welfare programs led to several revisions in 
the Department of Health, Education and Welfare under what has been 
commonly referred to as the “ten point program of administrative action”. 
Basically, the ten point program placed a great deal of emphasis on addi- 
tional social services for families, for the aged, and the disabled. The 
general purpose of providing these additional services is to help families 
and individuals to maintain or restore themselves to useful, productive 
individuals by assisting them to become self-supporting, independent, able 
to care for themselves, and to afford them the opportunity to participate 
in community life. The extension of social services to adult individuals will 
have the objective of helping aged recipients to attain self-care and as 
far as possible, to help disabled recipients to attain self-care and self- 
support. 

The State Legislature made several changes in 1962 which will be re- 
flected in the 1963 appropriations. Chapter 597 increased the exemptions 
of children in Old Age Assistance and Medical assistance for the Aged: 
Chapter 411 reduced the residence requirement in Old Age Assistance from 
three years to one year: Chapter 653 increased the transportation allow- 
ance in Old Age Assistance from $4.00 to $5.00 monthly. 
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GENERAL RELIEF 


General Relief provides assistance to needy residents of Winchester 
who cannot qualify for one of the Federal programs of assistance. We were 
aiding two cases on General Relief on January 1, 1962. There were nine 
applications made during the year. Three applications were withdrawn, 
two were denied and four were approved. Two of these four were later 
transferred to a Federal program of assistance. 


OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 

Old Age Assistance is designed to assist persons sixty-five years of age 
and over. As of January 1, 1962, we were aiding 70 cases. There were 10 
new applications during the year. One case was closed due to excess per- 
sonal property, seven were transferred to the Medical Assistance for the 
Aged program, one recipient moved to another community and Old Age 
assistance was transferred there, three recipients died during the year. 
Social Security payments to Old Age Assistance recipients amounted to 
$15,304.20 and children’s liability payments amounted to $3,149.76. This 
income has the effect of reducing the monthly payments by this amount. 
The average monthly payment amounted to $81.19 per month. The State- 
wide average payment amounted to $87.52 in 1962. On October 1, 1962, the 
Federal reimbursement was increased from $49.80 to $54.00 per month per 
case. 


AID TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN 

Aid to Dependent Children has as its purpose the care and support of 
children up to 18 years of age. We are now permitted to accept applications 
for Aid to Dependent Children from unemployed parents provided that the 
unemployment is not as a result of the parents misconduct. This helps 
to reduce the cost of the General Relief program of assistance. As of 
January 1, 1962, we were aiding 11 cases with 23 children. There were 9 
applications during the year. Eight applications were approved, one was 
denied. ‘Two cases were closed when the children reached the age of 
eighteen. Three were closed because of sufficient income, two were closed 
as a result of the employment of the parents. Three were transferred to 
other communities. In every case where court action was indicated, it 
was taken. As a result of court action, two cases were closed. Two cases 
are supporting at the rate of approximately $1820.00 annually. This has 
the effect of reducing the cost of the Aid to Dependent Children program. 
The average payment in 1962 was $103.35. The average payment state- 
wide amounted to $162.76. 


AID TO PERMANENTLY AND TOTALLY DISABLED PERSONS 

Disability Assistance is to assist persons between the ages of 18 and 65 
who are permanently disabled and who will remain disabled for at least 
six months. In Disability Assistance the emphasis is on rehabilitation. 
Every case is considered individually with the hope that it may attain the 
goal of self-support or at least, self-help. By diligent attention to each 
case, we have been able to reduce grants in some cases and to eliminate 
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others through social security payments and other income. We were 
aiding eight cases as of January 1, 1962. We received eight applications 
during the year; seven were accepted and one is pending at this time. 
One applicant returned to employment, one transferred to another com- 
munity, one closed due to excessive resources, one — the medical data was 
inadequate, and one the family furnished support. The average grant for 
1962 amounted to $92.30 per month. The State-wide average for 1962 
amounted to $134.00. 


MEDICAL ASSISTANCE FOR THE AGED 


Medical Assistance for the Aged provides medical assistance to those 
persons 65 years of age and older who meet the basic maintenance needs. 
However, to those recipients who are inmates of Nursing Homes or Chronic 
Hospitals and are without income, there is a provision for $15.00 per month 
for their clothing and personal needs in addition to their medical needs. 
On January 1, 1962, we were aiding 55 cases under Medical Assistance for 
the Aged. We received 29 new applications in 1962. Twenty-one were 
approved, two were denied, one is pending at the present time and 21 were 
deceased. The average grant per month per case amounted to $114.17. 
The State-wide average per case amounted to $200.88. 

The Board wishes to take this opportunity to express their sincere 
appreciation to the other departments in the Town government who were 
most cooperative with the Welfare Department and to the many agencies, 
organizations and individuals in the Town who contributed their money 
and time to assist those who are less fortunate. 


The following figures are an estimate in part, due to the date on which 
this report must be filed. The figures will indicate the expenditures of the 
Board, the reimbursement from the Federal and State governments and 
the net cost to the Town of Winchester. 
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Report of Board of Health 


The Board of Health hereby submits it’s Annual Report for the year 
1962. 


GENERAL 


On August 22nd, the Board of Health moved from the second floor 
of the business block at number nine Mount Vernon Street to the West- 
Wing Basement of the Town Hall. This area was remodeled for occupancy 
by the Board of Health and other Town Departments. Our present quar- 
ters are clean, adequately illuminated, safe from hazards, attractively 
decorated, and easily accessible; being on the ground floor, and adjacent 
to the parking lots. 

Rather than replacing furniture and equipment at the time of moving, 
it was decided that more efficient replacements could be recommended after 
occupancy. This has caused some inconvenience to the Staff, but has en- 
abled us to more clearly establish our needs in equipment, space, services 
and furnishings, for presentation in our 1963 Budget. 

Potential environmental health hazards, created by poor drainage, 
air pollution and sewage disposal, have received much attention. Sewage 
disposal hazards have been further reduced by action taken at Town 
Meeting last year, whereas: Septic Tank Permits must be obtained from 
the Board of Health, before building construction may begin on a street 
which does not have sewer. 

New legislation provides that the State Department of Public Health, 
inspect and license Day Care Agencies, except when such authority is 
delegated to a local Board where local regulations, inspections, and licensing 
requirements are equivalent to or better than State requirements. It is our 
understanding that our Board will be delegated this authority, because of 
our recently passed regulations, inspections, and licensing program. 

Our former Clerk, Mrs. Mary E. Haggerty, has been transferred to full 
time duty with the Building Department. Separate quarters were occupied 
by our department, and a full time Clerk, Mrs. Vera P. Briggs, was em- 
ployed on July 12, 1962. 

Mr. Michael D. Saraco has, by examination of the Massachusetts Regis- 
tration Board of Sanitarians, been registered as a professional Sanitarian. 
He attended, and successfully completed, numerous course studies given 
by the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, and the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health. His experience as part time Agent in Win- 
chester for the past five years, has contributed to his qualifications for this 
position. The Board is now able to recommend that the contractual serv- 
ices of an outside Registered Sanitarian be discontinued, and that the 
Agent assume these added responsibilities. 


HEALTH SERVICES 
The Winchester Visiting Nursing Association has completed it’s fourth 


year, under contract to the Board of Health, to give nursing service in the 
Board’s health programs. 
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Maternal and Child Health. Well Child Conferences, under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Burgoyne, continue every Thursday. Attendance has improved 
of recent months, due perhaps, to the fact that there are new clinic quar- 
ters with no stairs. The waiting list is large, and broken appointments 
complicate matters considerably. The nurses are striving to improve 
attendance in many ways at present, in order that clinic families may 
receive immunizations and physical examinations on time. When a family 
has a broken appointment, letters are now sent to determine the reasons, 
and prevent it’s reoccurrence. With this system, the mothers take more 
interest, and realize that they too have a responsibility to the Board of 
Health. 

Premature babies’ homes are visited before the baby is discharged from 
the hospital to help the mother prepare for the arrival, and to make a 
report to the hospital. This year showed a rise in the number of babies 
born prematurely in Winchester. Prematurity is a source of concern to 
obstetricians, physicians, and the Department of Public Health. New 
causes are presently being studied. 


STATISTICS 
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Well Child Conferences and Tuberculosis Testing Clinics 
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Tuberculosis program. The first Tuesday of each month continued to 
be the day for tuberculin testing of pre-school children enrolled in the 
Well Child Conference. Two children proved to be positive tests. Both 
were referred to Middlesex County Sanatorium. 

During the year, visitors from another Board of Health and School 
Department have come to observe the tuberculin tine test administered 
and explained by Dr. Roger M. Burgoyne, the physician for the Board of 
Health. 

In May, two tuberculin test clinics were held for food handlers under 
18 years of age in Winchester. One of these proved positive. Also in 
this month, over 700 food handlers and town personnel were x-rayed. 
Fourteen of this number were referred to private physicians, and Middlesex 
County Sanatorium. . 

Volunteers from the Winton Club, the Friends of the Winchester Hos- 
pital, and the Board of the Winchester Visiting Nursing Association, were 
on hand to assist in many capacities at this mobile x-ray clinic. 

Nursing in the parochial schools. Vision and hearing screening tests 
are being done for this school year. For the school year which ended in 
June, out of 392 children who had the Massachusetts Vision Test, 35 failed; 
thirty-three were seen by an eye specialist; and thirty received treatment. 
Five hundred and thirteen pupils received the puretone audiometer test; 
of this number, 27 failed. Many so-called behavior problems have been 
“cured” after these screening tests have revealed a vision or hearing loss, 
and parents have sought medical help. 

Physical examinations, with a nurse assisting, have been given to 
grades 1, 4, and 7 by Dr. Charles Rooney at St. Mary’s School, and by Dr. 
Amos Guarente in the Immaculate Conception School. Pre-schoolers were 
examined before entrance to school; nurses present at registration time 
were able to obtain health histories on these new school citizens. 

Sabin Oral Polio Vaccine. Four days of clinics were held in May, and 
four days in June, in the hope of making available to every pre-school and 
first grader in Winchester, the Sabin oral polio vaccine. The vaccine was 
given to the Board of Health by the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health. The Board of Health sponsored the clinics held in every school, 
to try to make it as easy as possible for mothers to take their children to 
clinic. 

Two thousand five hundred and sixty-five children received Type I 
vaccine in May; two thousand five hundred and sixteen received Type III 
in June. Plans for Type II, and for immunization of a larger group of 
children, are being discussed now for 1963. 

Other communicable diseases. Visits have been made by the nurses, 
at the direction of the Board of Health, to homes of patients with hepatitis, 
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meningitis, scarlet fever, pneumonia, salmonella, and staphylococcus infec- 
tions. Nurses are required by the Board to make these visits to aid in 
teaching family members precautions to use in preventing the spread of 
these diseases. 


DENTAL SERVICES 


The number one disease in the opinion of the School Physician, Dr. 
Barone, is still of a dental nature. 


Dr. Lawrence F. Quigley, Jr., a member of the Board of Health, a 
practicing orthodontist, and a research associate of Tufts University School 
of Dental Medicine, has been active in the Dental Program. 


Meetings have been held with School Officials, members of the local 
dental profession and other public health dentists on the State level. These 
meetings have resulted in the formulation of a preventive dental education 
program for the Winchester schools. It is the opinion of the Board that 
the preventive aspect is an important adjunct to a well rounded program. 
The basic philosophy your Board has operated on has been to attempt to 
give treatment to children in the first six grades who would not otherwise 
receive even the basic minimum attention. It is for this reason that part of 
the time of the Dental Hygienist, Mrs. John W. Lavelle, is spent in the 
Winchester Schools. 


Hygienist Report 
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The Board feels that they are particularly fortunate to have the serv- 
ices of a dentist who has received specialized training, as well as his Masters 
Degree in children dentistry, Dr. Pallonji M. Bhiladvala. He has trained 
his Dental Assistant, Mrs. Gloria Monteresi, who is receiving specialized 
training at Tufts University School of Dental Medicine. 


STATISTICS 
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Restorations: 
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REGULATION AND INSPECTION 


Our Sanitarian under contract, made a total of 4380 inspections of 
food handling establishments, such as restaurants, grocery and meat stores, 
bowling alleys, theaters and mobile canteens. 

Samples of dairy products sold in Winchester are taken periodically, 
and complete analysis made for bacterial count, butter fat content, total 
solids and coliform. 397 such analysis were made in 1962. 

The Board again wishes to make record of the fine cooperation of 
the Board of Selectmen in issuing and renewing common victualler licenses, 
only after inspection and favorable report by the Board of Health. 


Reportable Diseases Reported This Year 


There has been an unreasonable number (60) of dog bites again this 
year. The Board has not been able to effectively deal with the dog bite 
problem. Awareness and support of Winchester citizens for a more positive 
control program is urgently needed. 
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The following licenses and permits were issued in 1962: 
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The Agent made 286 inspections and investigations, which accounted 
for 253 hours, out of a total of 1629 hours. In addition, many inspection 
tours were made during the year by members of the Board. 


CONCLUSION 
Dr. Harry L. Wildasin, Chairman of the Board, has acted as liaison 
representative between the Board and the U.S. Public Health Radiation 


Laboratory. He has aided in an active research study, involving Winchester 
children. 

Mr. Richard F. Norris, member of the Board, has been active, and has 
been elected Secretary of the Northeastern Association of Boards of Health. 

The Board wishes to acknowledge the fine service rendered by it’s 
Agent, Mr. Michael D. Saraco, and the entire Staff. 

The Board also wishes to express it’s appreciation to all other Boards, 
and the people of Winchester, for their cooperation throughout the year. 

We are especially indebted to Fire Chief Callahan, Police Chief Derro, 
Officer Poole, Dr. Harry Gilson, Superintendent of Schools; Mr. Howard 
Ambrose, Mr. James Costello, Mr. William P. Supple, Mr. James Wakefield, 
Mr. Thomas W. Conlon, and the Winchester physicians and dentists, for 
their valuable assistance in regards to special problems encountered this 
year.

During the year thirty-four members were added to the Retirement 
System, twenty-one active and three inactive members have withdrawn, 
two active members were transferred to other systems, 2 active members 
and one inactive member retired, two active members died with the widow 
of one continuing to receive an allowance, six members were placed on the 
inactive list making a total of three hundred twelve active and nineteen 
inactive members and seventy-seven pensioners at the end of 1962. One 
pensioner died during the year. 

The total paid out for pensions during the year was $123,060.82 of 
which amount $797.92 was reimbursed by another system and $817.35 was 
repaid to the system as a result of an adjustment in a disability allow- 
ance. The Town appropriated $100,240.00 for the Pension Fund, $2,414.00 
for Expenses and $66.00 for Workmen’s Compensation Credits. The amount 
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paid to the pensioners since the system started on July 1, 1939 is $924,- 


686.05.

615.00 and $1,146.32 in special contributions, $10,697.53 was paid out in an- 


nuities.

Report of the School Committee 


The school year 1961-1962 has seen continuing developments along 
lines suggested by advisory groups of citizens formed to assist the School 
Committee in educational matters and in salary planning. Winchester 
residents have demanded excellence in education. This is as one would 
expect, since our town is The Commonwealth’s second ranking community 
in median income per family, according to a U. S. Census Bureau study 
made at the time of the 1960 census. Our median income is $9,072 and 
Wellesley, the leader, is $11,478. Our school system has enjoyed the repu- 
tation of being one of the best in The Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
and has customarily been among the first four or five in teacher salaries. 
It has been quick to adopt tested advances in public schooling methods 
deemed to be in the interests of better education. But lack of industry in 
Winchester as compared with our competitive towns on Route 128 compels 
the taxpayer individually to pay more toward education than do his neigh- 
bors in adjacent communities which are fortunate enough to have sub- 
stantial tax aid from industry. 
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Every school system has some problems and Winchester is no excep- 
tion. Our foremost difficulty is one of space. Although we anticipate no 
double session in high school this year or next, it is apparent that we must 
either increase the size of our plant by one means or another, or cut down 
the extent of our elective offerings so as to cause classes to be uniform in 
nature and size. In view of recommendations from our Advisory Commit- 
tee on Secondary School-College Relations, we are not anxious to cut back 
any of our programs. Lack of space and of student interest in one field 
or another, however, may force us to this action. Specifically, the present 
high school enrollment is 1,040 and the school has an approximate capacity 
of 990. We are handling the overload by use of the auditorium as a study 
hall although it was never designed as such. The cafeteria is similarly 
employed, when not in use for the purpose for which it was intended. 
Presently, two classrooms are being constructed from space formerly 
otherwise used. 


It is obvious to us that the high school must secure new classroom 
space. Population in the junior high schools shows this. Whether the 
space will come from an addition to the present school, consolidation of 
the McCall Junior High and the high school into a four-year high school 
with all junior high students attending an enlarged Lynch Junior High, or 
an entirely new building, will be a decision to be made by the town on the 
recommendation of a building committee. 


Overcrowded conditions are not confined to the high school. Our 
elementary schools are in trouble also. We are making the old gym and 
auditorium at the Washington School into two classrooms. We contem- 
plate an addition of four classrooms and supporting facilities to the Noonan 
School. The Wyman School fifth and sixth grades have been transported 
to the empty wing of the Vinson-Owen School because there is no room 
at Wyman. Redistricting can correct some difficulties, but it appears that 
new construction may be indicated either in the way of an addition or of an 
entirely new elementary school. We have requested from the Planning 
Board a complete town census and an updating of their 1957 population 
report to assist us in determining what school population increase is likely 
to be of a permanent nature and what temporary, as well as in projecting 
the ultimate school population of Winchester so that we can make a long- 
range building recommendation. The difficulty in this connection arises 
from the sale of old, large homes by grown-up families to new, young 
families as a result of which school population increases. 


Our secondary school curriculum emphasizes accelerated studies and 
advanced placement courses. The latter are presently available in English, 
math, chemistry and biology. Initially installed at the suggestion of our 
Citizens’ Advisory Committee, these courses have had great success in 
securing college credits for our participating students. For the past few 
years, last year being no exception, there has been increased emphasis 
upon the sciences and foreign languages. Despite this, it became necessary 
to drop the third year of German as only three students enrolled. Twelve 
students elected German I. 
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On salary matters, the end of the salary differential was occasioned 
through equalization of pay this year. Three hundred and fifty dollars 
was added to each female teacher’s salary. As a morale booster this was 
important. Just as important is the School Committee’s continuing effort 
towards implementing a performance appraisal method of teacher compen- 
sation to supplement the basic salary schedule. We recognize that our 
basic salary schedule must be competitive but we think that an additional 
compensation plan adjusted for performance is desirable. We hope to 
achieve this end. The town has a reputation for fair dealing with its 
teachers and of excellence in its system. We do not wish to lose either. 
We consider one dependent upon the other. 

Data processing has been introduced into our system. It is no monster. 
It does work. It will save time for our teachers in grading and record 
keeping and for our administrators in scheduling. Its possibilities are 
unlimited. 

Rental charges for use of school facilities have just been lowered to 
foster community use of our schools. The Recreation Commission has 
been given free use of the high school gym to enable our high school age 
youth to have a supervised meeting place for wholesome activities weekly. 

In the vocational field, Winchester currently is one of a number of 
communities participating in the planning phase of a Regional Vocational 
School. No commitment to participate in the building or financing of this 
proposed school is entailed by our association in the planning thereof. 

Our thanks must be expressed to our capable administrators, staff 
and teachers for the cooperation extended to us. Without their assistance 
our job could not be performed, our report one of failure.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 

Last year the School Department could report substantial relief of 
Winchester’s overcrowded schools with the opening of the Vinson-Owen 
elementary school and the Lynch Junior High School. This year, how- 
ever, the community faces additional school building problems as enroll- 
ment increases continue to overtax facilities, particularly in the Senior 
High School and in the Washington and Noonan elementary schools. As- 
suming the current rate of growth in our pupil population, it is likely, too, 
that the Wyman School will need additional space to house pupils from 
that district who are being accommodated temporarily at the Vinson-Owen 
School. 

Meanwhile, emergency steps are being. taken to cope with overcrowded 
conditions. Additional classes are being transported from the Wyman 
School to the Vinson-Owen School this year. At Washington School a 
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kindergarten class is occupying the old auditorium. In the Senior High 
School certain larger classrooms have been divided by means of folding 
partitions and unused shop space converted into academic classrooms, An 
expanded educational program has necessitated use of the lobby of the 
McCall Junior High School as a classroom. 

Winchester’s surge in school enrollments over the past decade is far 
greater than could be expected in terms of new residential construction. 
The simple fact is that many of the large and older houses with no chil- 
dren have been occupied by families with children of school and pre-school 
age. This explains the rather phenomenal increase in the ratio of school 
children to total population which in 1962 was 21.8 compared with 17.4 
in 1950. The extent to which this somewhat unpredictable trend continues 
will dictate to a considerable extent future school housing needs. 

The Town faces a real problem in planning additions to school build- 
ings a majority of which are forty to fifty years old. School buildings of 
this vintage are not designed for the educational programs and services of 
the present or the future, nor do these facilities, most of which have had 
extensive additions and/or renovations to the original structures, lend 
themselves to further expansion and modernizing. 

More pupils require more teachers, thus adding to the problem of re- 
cruiting capable personnel for which the demand greatly exceeds the sup- 
ply. To compete successfully for such personnel requires good working 
conditions and attractive salaries. In this latter respect, Winchester has 
not kept abreast of the competition, particularly in terms of maximum 
salaries for teachers. This problem is further complicated by recent action 
of the state legislature in raising the minimum salary mandated for teach- 
ers in Massachusetts from $4000 to $4500. It is essential, therefore, that 
action be taken to increase salary schedules for the coming year if the 
School Department is to retain its good teachers and secure capable candi- 
dates for its vacancies. 

Considerable progress in the development and improvement of our 
educational program can be reported. .In an effort to upgrade the kinder- 
garten program an experiment was undertaken at the Vinson-Owen School 
by which children ready for some type of formal learning were exposed to 
a program of readiness in reading, writing and numbers and worked on 
letter names and sounds and meaning of numbers as well. Because of the 
positive results of this experiment, a faculty committee undertook the prep- 
aration this summer of a kindergarten teacher’s guide to help our other 
kindergarten teachers introduce this program. The Parkhurst experiment 
in team teaching has functioned successfully, so well, in fact, that a junior 
high team headed by Principal Gardner Handy attended summer school 
this year to prepare for a similar experiment at the junior high level. 


These and other experiments in instructional organization and tech- 
niques make it increasingly clear that our patterns of instruction will con- 
tinue to undergo substantial change in the next few years. Classroom 
organization will become much more flexible. Teaching services will be 
used more effectively. Pupils will be grouped for instructional purposes in 
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such a manner that each may achieve in terms of his individual capacity. 
Courses of study and instructional materials likewise will be geared to the 
ability and the achievement level of each pupil. 

Typing, introduced in the junior high schools this year, is very popular 
and it is expected that classes presently limited to 9th grade students may 
be available to 8th graders another year. The program of accelerated in- 
struction in major academic subjects has shown considerable progress and 
enrollments have been expanded. For example, 115 students are taking 
Biology in the 9th grade this year. The opportunities thus provided the 
abler scholastic student are invaluable in making it possible in certain 
subjects, at least, for the student to obtain an additional year of study at 
the college level in his senior year. 

Courses of study at the secondary school level are undergoing sub- 
stantial changes. In some instances, mathematics and science, for exam- 
ple, new courses are replacing traditional and outmoded programs. Recog- 
nizing the increasing importance of science, the 7th and 8th grade pro- 
grams in this field have been expanded from three to five periods a week. 
Emphasis is being placed on more advanced training in the non-academic 
subjects of drafting and electronics, which have become increasingly pop- 
ular both with the college preparatory students and those who will be en- 
tering the world of work immediately following graduation. 

Proponents of year-round education will be interested in the steady 
progress and growth of the summer school, Beginning only four years ago 
with an enrollment of 223, this program enrolled 450 students this year plus 
an additional 70 students who attended summer schools in Lexington and 
Newton co-sponsored by the Winchester School Department. The summer 
school student body included pupils from grade 1 to grade 12. 

Education, like the democracy it serves, must make progress to survive. 
In fact, at no time in human history could it more truly be said that “civil- 
ization is a race between education and catastrophe”. The staff of the 
Winchester schools, the School Committee and the loyal citizens who 
have served so ably on our educational advisory committees are dedicated 
to the goal of adapting our educational program to the needs of the times. 
For their efforts these people deserve much credit and to them I extend my 
thanks and appreciation.

SUPPLEMENT TO FOLLOW-UP REPORT —CLASS OF 1962 
Drop-Outs 

A comparison of the class lists of the Class of 1962 between the time 
of entrance and of graduation gives a group of 35 new members and 82 
pupils who left the group. There were also other pupils (16) who entered 
the class at some time during the four years, but again left the group, so 
their presence had no effect on the over-all change in size; therefore, that 
number has not been included in the statistics. (As a matter of interest, 
of the above 16, 8 moved, 3 went to private school, 4 went to work and 
1 is deceased.) 

There were 293 members (154 boys, 139 girls) of the class as reported 
in the Grade 9 registers. A total of 246 (124 boys, 122 girls) was graduated 
with the Class. 

This same group at the end of the eighth grade numbered only 249. 
18 left the group (12 moved, 6 to private school) between that time and 
the beginning of Grade 9. The Class received 62 new members, however, 
from parochial schools and out of town. This brought the membership up 
to the 293 mentioned above.

A report of the Medical Department for the school year 1961-1962 follows: 


A. Annual Physical Examinations: 


1. The physical examinations of school pupils were begun soon after 
the opening of school and concluded in June 1962. 
Examinations of the first, fourth, seventh, tenth and twelfth grades 
were completed along with all new students who entered school 
during the current year and all kindergarten children who had not 


received a pre-school check-up. 
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All student candidates for major sports in High School were exam- 
ined before participating in the athletic program. Tabulations of 
examinations follows:

On behalf of the Town, your Board wishes to acknowledge the valuable 
service of Charles T. Main II as a member of the Board for two terms, 
March 1956 to March 1962, when his professional business required that he 
move to North Carolina. His engineering experience was invaluable in the 
administration of the Department. Recognition must also be given to the 
long and devoted service of James D. Halwartz who was a Town employee 
for thirty-one years and Superintendent of the Department from Novem- 
ber 1, 1948 until he requested retirement in June 1962. The Board appoint- 
ed Thomas W. Conlon, Jr., former Assistant Superintendent, as Acting 
Superintendent, and appointed him Superintendent at the end of the year. 

The yield of the watershed has been greater than average, and the 
fall rains overfilled the reservoirs. The Spot Pond pump was not used 
during the year except for regularly scheduled test purposes. The year 
ends with 561.6 million gallons in storage, compared to a rated capacity of 
511.2 million gallons. Water consumption for the year was 748.8 million 
gallons, 18% more than 634.7 million gallons in 1961. 


The Metropolitan District Commission water rate was increased from 
$80.00 to $120.00 per million gallons to enable the MDC’ water system to 
meet its operating expenses, interest and amortization of bonds without 
financing deficits by additional bond issues, as has occurred in late years. 
This rate increase is equal to 3 cents per 100 cubic feet, but only about 
one-third of the town’s consumption is received from the MDC system. 

During the year, this Department in conjunction with the Fire Depart- 
ment, completed its inspection of hydrants begun last year, made repairs 
wherever necessary, and raised those hydrants requested by the Fire De- 
partment. 


When it became apparent that the water treatment equipment at the 
North and South Pumping Stations was not performing satisfactorily, and 
new regulations of the State Health Department required standby and 
emergency equipment for chlorination, new equipment was installed at 
the South Station for a trial period to determine its suitability. The trial 
equipment has demonstrated satisfactory performance, and the rest of the 
equipment for both the South and North Stations has been ordered. 


During the year the North and South parts of the East High Service 
were tied together, the flow into the Low Service was changed and certain 
mains were cleaned, all to provide a more reliable and efficient water sup-

ply. As a result of this, some customers were plagued with discolored 
water at times. The Department has attempted to determine the best cure 
for each of the troubles as it came to light, and is budgeting for next year 
those improvements which should eliminate the trouble in the future, ex- 
cept when reversals of normal flow due to fire flows or manipulations of 
gates may temporarily disturb sediment and rust in the mains. 

There have been added to the water system, 11,617 ft. of mains, 38 gates, 
and 15 hydrants. 83 water services were installed during the year, bringing 
the total number of services to 5,443. 15,895 ft. of mains were cleaned. 

8,802 ft. of sewer mains were added to the system and 87 sewer services, 
making a total of 5,159 sewer services. 

Our program for the elimination of MDC sewer connections has result- 
ed in a net reduction of nine connections. Other connections are still 
under study to see whether their elimination will produce sufficient re- 
duction in assessment to justify the cost of doing the work. 

All other construction that was planned for 1962 for either the water 
system or sewer system has been completed or placed under contract.

Report of the Planning Board 


Board of Selectmen, 
Winchester, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Planning Board herewith submits its forty-eighth annual report. 


The interest of the Board in refining our zoning laws and bringing 
them up to date continued through 1962. Zoning proposals presented to 
the March 1962 Town Meeting met with varying success. An extension of 
the Light Industrial district was accepted, but a program for the rezoning 
and disposition of town-owned land near Leonard Field was rejected. 
Later developments indicate that without the disposition feature the zoning 
proposals may prove acceptable and will be presented to the next Town 
Meeting. 

The Board’s study of town-owned lands progressed enough through 
the year to permit us to bring the first group of proposals to the next Town 
Meeting. One of these, an expansion of the Noonan School grounds, we 
are pleased to be able to sponsor jointly with the School Committee. Others 
of a recreational nature, such as acquisition of Cox Pond and of an ade- 
quate parking area at Winter Pond, we are discussing with the Par 
Department. : 
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The major part of our time and effort goes into the administration of 
the Subdivision Control Law regulating the laying out and construction 
of ways in subdivisions and insuring the proper installation of public 
utilities. Since 1953 when this law became effective, the Board has ap- 
proved 17 subdivision plans that provide 6.16 miles of roadways and 512 
building lots, of which 436 lots have become eligible for sale in accordance 
with our regulations. 


Our work with the Capital Budget Program continues. Nearly com- 
plete 1962 figures show substantial increases over our projections in only 
four departments, and a total Winchester departmental operating cost 
about $85,000.00 under our estimate, an error of approximately 5%. The 
program for 1963 and the following years will be published separately be- 
fore the March Town Meeting, as soon as final 1962 figures and firm 1963 
estimates are available. 


There has been no change in the Winchester debt position as charted 
in the Planning Board report for 1961; we are not repeating this chart 
in 1962. 


The Planning Board was saddened by the sudden death of Mr. Oscar 
E. Merrow, who was serving the Planning Board and Winchester with dis- 
tinction. 

The Planning Board wishes to express its appreciation of the help it 
has received throughout the year from its Planning Consultant, Mr. Allen 


Benjamin; its Consulting Engineer, Mr. Howard F. Ambrose, and its clerical 
assistant, Mrs. Paul Eberle.

Sir: 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and accounts 

of the town of Winchester for the period from May 1, 1960, the date of 
- the previous examination, to March 31, 1962, and submit the following re- 
port thereon: 

The recorded financial transactions, as shown on the books of the sev- 
eral departments receiving or disbursing money for the town or committing 
bills for collection, were examined and verified. 

The town accountant’s books and accounts were examined and checked 
in detail. The receipts as recorded were compared with the treasurer’s 
books, and the payments were checked with the treasury warrants. The 
ledgers were analyzed and proved, while the appropriations, loan authoriza- 
tions, and transfers were compared with the town clerk’s records of finan- 
cial votes passed at town meetings and with the records of the finance 
committee authorizing transfers from the reserve fund. A balance sheet, 
showing the financial condition of the town on March 31, 1962, was pre- 
pared and is appended to this report. 

The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and 
checked. The cash book was footed, and the receipts as recorded were 
compared with the town accountant’s books, with the records of the sev- 
eral departments collecting money for the town, and with other sources 
from which money was paid into the town treasury. The payments were 
checked with the warrants approved by the selectmen authorizing the 
disbursement of town funds and with the town accountant’s books. 

The treasurer’s cash balance on March 31, 1962 was proved by verifica- 
tion of the certificates of deposit and by reconciliation of the bank balances 
with statements furnished by the banks of deposit. 

The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were proved 
with the amounts falling due and were checked with the cancelled 
securities and coupons on file. The outstanding coupons on March 31, 1962 
were listed and reconciled with the statements furnished by the deposito- 
ries. 

The records of payroll deductions for Federal and State taxes and Blue 
Cross and Blue Shield were examined. The payments to the proper agen- 
cies were verified and the balances on hand March 31, 1962 were reconciled 
with the town accountant’s ledger controls. 


The records of tax titles held by the town were examined and check- 
ed. The amounts transferred to the tax title account were checked with 
the collector’s books, the redemptions as reported were compared with the 
treasurer’s recorded receipts, and the tax titles on hand March 31, 1962 
were listed, reconciled with the town accountant’s ledger accounts, and 
further checked at the Registry of Deeds. 
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The trust, investment, and retirement funds in the custody of the town 
treasurer were examined. The savings bank deposits and the securities 
representing the investments of these funds were listed and checked, the 
income was proved, and all transactions and balances were verified and 
compared with the town accountant’s books, and, in the case of the retire- 
ment funds, with the records of the retirement board. 

The books and accounts of the town collector were examined and 
checked in detail. The taxes, excise, and assessments outstanding at the 
time of the previous examination, as well as all subsequent commitments, 
were audited and checked with the warrants issued for their collection. 
The recorded collections and abatements were proved, the payments to 
the treasurer were verified, the transfers to the tax title account were 
compared with the treasurer’s records, and the outstanding accounts were 
listed and reconciled with the town accountant’s ledger controls. 

The records of departmental and water accounts receivable were exam- 
ined and checked. The commitments were verified, the recorded collections 
were checked with the payments to the treasurer, the abatements were 
compared with the departmental records of abatements granted, and the 
outstanding accounts were listed and proved with the town accountant’s 
ledger. 

Further verification of the outstanding tax, excise, assessment, depart- 
mental and water accounts was made by mailing notices to a number of 
persons whose names appeared on the books as owing money to the town, 
the replies received thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, are 
correct. 

The records of deferred assessments were examined, the payments in 
advance were checked with the treasurer’s recorded receipts, the amounts 
added to taxes were verified, and the apportionments due in future years 
were listed and reconciled with the town accountant’s ledger. 

The records of the guarantee deposits required by the several depart- 
ments for special services were examined and checked. The deposits were 
checked with the treasurer’s recorded receipts, the refunds to depositors 
and the transfers to the town for cost of work done were verified, and the 
deposits on hand March 31, 1962 were listed and reconciled with the town 
accountant’s ledger. 

The town clerk’s records of financial votes passed at town meetings were 
checked in detail with the town accountant’s ledgers. The recorded re- 
ceipts for dog and sporting licenses issued and for miscellaneous charges 
were verified and compared with the payments to the treasurer and to 
the State. 

The surety bonds filed by the town officials required by law to furnish 
such surety were examined and found to be in proper form. 

The records of departmental cash collections by the board of select- 
men and the sealer of weights and measures, as well as by the police, health, 
school, library, and cemetery departments, and by all other departments 
in which money was collected for the town, were examined and checked. 
The recorded collections were compared with the payments to the treas- 
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urer as shown by the treasurer’s and the town accountant’s records, and 
the cash on hand in the several departments, including petty cash advances, 
was proved by actual count. 

Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are tables 
showing reconciliations of the several cash accounts, summaries of the tax, 
excise, assessment, tax title, departmental and water accounts, as well as 
schedules showing the condition and transactions of the trust, investment, 
and retirement funds. 

On behalf of my assistants and for myself, I wish to express apprecia- 
tion for the cooperation extended by the town officials during the progress 
of the audit.

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Report of the Recreation Committee 


Board of Selectmen 
Winchester, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 

Considerable spadework in the field of Community Recreation was 
necessary. The past history, present programs and physical facilities in 
Town were assayed. Current concepts of recreation in the country were 
studied. Through a notice in “The Star” the Committee solicited ideas and 
opinions from individuals. The Committee or members of it also met with 
interested groups in Town such as the Park Commission, police, clergy, 
the Student Council and (via an open meeting) the public. 

History of Public Recreation in Winchester 

Since 1939 several committees have attacked the recreation problem 
in Town with varying degrees of success. 

A committee of six was established by the 1939 Town Meeting which 
concluded that the outdoor program was satisfactory but that the only 
logical place for an indoor program was in the school buildings. 

In 1944 a Youth Guidance Committee was appointed by the Selectmen 
at the request of the Governor. This Committee instituted and operated 
a Canteen for approximately one and one-half years but it was then 
terminated for lack of satisfactory facilities. 

At the Annual Town Meeting in 1945 it was voted to establish an 
elected Recreation Committee of three. This Committee was elected in 
1946 and at the 1946 Town Meeting it was voted to increase the size of this 
Committee from three to five members. A program was initiated late in 
the year and carried on through 1950. Winter basketball, Summer Soft- 
ball, ice clearance for skating and Christmas holiday social programs were 
organized and very well attended. A general decline in participation oc- 
cured this year, probably brought about by the effects of the Korean War. 

The 1950 Town Meeting, with approval of the Elected Committee and 
the Park Commissioners, voted to abolish the Elected Committee, increase 
the number of Park Commissioners from three to five and charge the Park 
Commissioners with the responsibility of Town sponsored recreation. This 
is presently where the responsibility lies. The Park Department since 1951 
has primarily operated a Summer program of supervised playground activ- 
ities. Starting many years before this and still continuing today are tennis 
and swimming programs under Park Department sponsorship which have 
been very successful. Now activities added more recently are outdoor bas- 
ketball and Summer softball, also very popular. Over the years private 
organizations such as social and fraternal groups and local merchants have 
sponsored additional activities for youth. The Red Cross, Scouts, Police 
Athletic League and Church Youth Groups also sponsor recreational ac- 
tivities. 

In 1956 a Youth Activities Committee was voted by the Town Meeting 
to investigate recreational needs of youth no longer in school. Conclusions 
of this group were that there was no need for development of such a 
program which could be handled by existing boards if the future required 
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it. The Committee, however, felt that greater utilization of existing facil- 
ities could be made. 

In 1957 the Town Meeting indefinitely postponed the construction of 
an Artificial Ice Rink recommended by a committee established the pre- 
vious year to look into this subject. 

In 1959 the Community School Association of Winchester asked the 
League of Women Voters to conduct a survey of existing recreation facil- 
ities in Town. It carried out this survey in 1959-1960 and published a 
report on its findings in early 1961. The survey covered four general 
classifications relating primarily to youth; i.e. Town sponsored, extra- 
curricular activities of the School Department, service organizations and 
church activities. During the investigation a Leisure Time Survey ques- 
tionnaire was distributed to the High School students in February 1960. 
It was answered by 964 students of the ninth to twelfth grades. Also, com- 
parable information on recreation programs was gathered from some 
nearby towns as well as suggested standards of the National Recreation 
Association. 

We feel strongly that we should utilize to the fullest extent possible 
the existing facilities in the Town. We found, as have earlier committees, 
that the physical facilities of the Town are not being fully used; for exam- 
ple the schools on weekends and holidays and the Town Hall Auditorium 
much of the time. We feel these and other existing recreational assets 
of the Town, both public and private, might be exploited to benefit the 
youth of the Town. 

The Committee is unanimous in its view that a paid recreation director 
and greater utilization of existing facilities are what Winchester needs 
today. 

This Committee is strongly interested in developing a long range plan 
which will benefit the Town for many years as opposed to an immediate, 
stopgap design which could easily disappear from sight within a year or 
two as has occurred in the past. Our intention is to act as a planning and 
policy group to construct the foundation on which a future group may 
build. The Committee is also avowed to be non-competitive with private 
and commercial programs in existence now or in the future. 

As stated in our Interim Report (see 1961 Town Reports), we concluded 
to concern ourselves primarily with teen-age youth during the school year 
season for the following reasons: 1) there is now no winter program other 
than ice skating, 2) recreation especially for girls is slight and 3) the 
maximum number of youths in this group are in Town during this season. 
This does not mean we will exclude either other groups or summer recrea- 
tion from our studies at a later date; but that we have concentrated on an 
area where there appears to be a greater immediate need. 

The student Leisure Time Survey and Student Council emphasized 
that the teenage youth desire a “gathering place” above all else - parti- 
cularly on weekends. 


The Committee requested and received funds from the 1962 Town Meet- 
ing to hire a part-time Recreation Director and any necessary assistants 
as well as any necessary equipment to launch a program. Several candi- 
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dates were interviewed and after much discussion Mr. William Shinney of 
this town was selected as the Committee’s choice for this post. The job 
was filled shortly after the school season opened this fall. Shortly there- 
after, the School Committee formally accepted the request of this commit- 
tee to provide use of the High School Gym on Friday or Saturday evenings 
when not already reserved. 

A program was started in November which provides unplanned recrea- 
tion consisting of shooting baskets, volleyball, dancing, ping pong, bridge, 
chess and cribbage. These are all available all the time and it is up to 
the youth to select their own form of recreation. At this time there have 
been three evenings in the High School Gym and one in McCall Gym. 
Attendance has been 297 - 237 - 188 - 259. A breakdown of the registra- 
tions shows 215 sophomores, 175 juniors and 145 seniors have utilized these 
facilities. 

The Committee wishes to thank those who donated ping pong tables, 
bridge tables, cards, etc. during the initial opening of the program. We 
have seen these items used so frequently that eight card tables, four ping - 
pong tables and several smaller games and accessories have been purchased 
and are in continual use when the program is in action. It is quite possible 
that more will be needed if present frequency of usage is maintained. 

The Committee also wishes to thank all those in town who have given 
it their wholehearted support among whom are the Selectmen, Park Depart- 
ment, School Committee and Administration, Police Department and the 
Star to mention a few. 

The new Director is in process of setting up a council from among the 
youth who use the facilities for an advisory and planning board to assist 
him with the operation of this program. There is much to do to reach 
the goal that the Committee is striving for of having a place for teenagers 
to go at least one weekend evening a week and preferably always on the 
same night. If there is promise, the goals will be expended perhaps to 
two weekend evenings and for after the home basketball games. As stated 
earlier, there is no intention to compete with other recreational activities 
but if there are youths who desire and will use this program at times coin- 
cident with other previous programs the Committee will attempt to provide 
the facilities for them. 

Since there has only been four evenings at this time, there is not 
enough information to analyze the degree of success of this program yet. 
However, it is encouraging that the students are returning and our attend- 
ance is not always the same group. A more detailed report will be made 
at the time of the 1963 Annual Town Meeting.

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Report of Methods and 
Procedures Committee 


Town Comptroller 


The bulk of the Committee’s time and effort in 1962 was expended in 
studying and researching (not to mention, defending) its recommendation 
that the Town of Winchester abolish the position of Town Accountant and 
create the broader position of Town Comptroller. Our studies included 
conferences with the Comptrollers of the Towns of Brookline, Dedham, and 
Wellesley. These conferences were useful in anticipating questions brought 
up at Town Meeting and, also, in determining the extent to which these 
other towns had benefited from the creation of the comptrollership post. 

We also conferred with various boards and officers of the Town and 
out of these conferences our conviction that the Town of Winchester need- 
ed, and desperately so, a Comptroller was heightened. Work of the Com- 
mittee, subsequent to favorable action by the Town Meeting on the Comp- 
trollership recommendation, has further strengthened our belief that 
savings in clerical costs can only be achieved through the appointment of 
a Comptroller. 


The full support of the Finance Committee and the Board of Select- 
men of our recommendation played no small part in its acceptance by the 
Town Meeting despite prolonged and vigorous opposition. 


Regrettably, the General Court did not act in 1962 on the Town’s 
petition for enabling legislation. It is hoped that such action will be 
taken early in 1963 so that the enabling act may be presented for the 
consideration and acceptance of the 1963 Town Meeting. In the meantime, 
changes and improvements in clerical procedures tend to mark time pend- 
ing action by the General Court and subsequent acceptance by the Town 
Meeting of the enabling act. 


List of Residents 


The Committee recommended that the Town omit from the annual 
publication “List of Residents” either the geographical section or the 
alphabetical section. The Committee found that few towns followed the 
Winchester practice of preparing and publishing both. The Town, how- 
ever, saw fit not to accept the Committee’s recommendations, although 
the price charged to the public was increased from $1.25 to $2 per copy — 
still a small price for so compact a compendium of the ages of our fellow 
citizens — male and female. 


Treasurer/Collector 


The Committee discussed with the Treasurer/Collector various improve- 
ments in the format of records kept in this office. Further discussions in 
1963 are contemplated so that additional progress may be made. 
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Town Clerk 


Several conferences have been held with the Town Clerk during the 
year on the extent to which photographic equipment might be used to 
prepare copies of vital records. This project was brought to a temporary 
halt because of the necessity of the Committee to return to the vineyard in 
order to provide sustenance for wives, children, and other dependents. It 
is the Committee’s intention, however, to confer with the secretary of the 
Commonwealth at an early date on the statutory implications in such 
changes. 


Annual Report 


The Committee has made a tentative and preliminary review of the 
annually printed volume “Reports of Town Officers.” Although not yet 
ready to make specific recommendations, the Committee is of the opinion 
that some opportunity for savings exist in this area which, if effected, 
would not materially detract from the value of the publication and might 
well improve its readability. The Committee is sufficiently realistic to ap- 
preciate that, despite its best efforts, the Reports of Town Officers will 
never have the reader appeal of “Peyton Place” or equally scholarly literary 
efforts. 


The Committee did, however, question the necessity for the minutes 
of the Town Meeting, formal as well as those published in the Town Re- 
ports, reporting both the motion and the vote when no difference existed 
between the two. According to our calculations, some 19 pages of the 1960 
Town Reports were consumed in this duplicate presentation. The Town 
Counsel concurred in our opinion and, accordingly, the Town Clerk is 
spared of this repititious and unproductive chore. The time and space 
saving is particularly apparent in those vitally necessary but tediously 
dull articles amending the zoning laws — replete with geographical data 
so dear to the heart of surveyors and embryonic Columbuses. 


Retirement Board 


The Committee conferred with the Town Accountant on the records 
and procedures employed in the disbursement of retirement allowances to 
retired Town personnel. 

Although not a large volume activity, the changes contemplated make 
for greater efficiency and were fully endorsed by the Committee. 


Pay Day 


The Committee participated in discussions aimed at changing the day 
on which salary payments are made to Town personnel. If the change 
had been adopted, the present practice of preparing (but not distributing) 
payrolls before the work week has been completed would not have been 
continued. The Committee felt that the present practice was not desirable. 
It is our understanding, however, that no change in practice has been 
effected. 
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School Department 


The Committee, at the invitation of the Superintendent of Schools 
made a brief review of certain financial records maintained in this office. 
Although sharing the view of the Superintendent’s Office that some form 
of mechanization was desirable and necessary in the maintenance of these 
records, the Committee differed with the view of this office that a book- 
keeping machine be purchased in 1963. It was the position of the Com- 
mittee that capital expenditures of this nature should be deferred until 
the final outcome of the Controllership Act be known. It is the Commit- 
tee’s belief that on a long range basis data now compiled in the Superin- 
tendent’s Office should more desirably be compiled at the Town Hall by 
broader classification of the various expenditure accounts now maintained 
in the general records of the Town. 

Conclusion 

We are deeply appreciative of the cordial reception we have received 
from Town personnel. Especially, since our recommendations not infre- 
quently run counter to the status quo. It is more than possible that Town 
personnel realize that the Committee serves without compensation, has a 
responsibility to discharge to the Town, and, is prompted in its activities 
only by what it believes to be in the best interests of the Town of Winches- 
ter.

Report of Town Forest Committee 


Board of Selectmen 
Winchester, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


Forestry in the Clara G. Brooks Woods (Town Forest) this year was 
accomplished in the northwest sector. Treatment of all large trees in this 
area was completed. There is great beauty in these majestic oaks, freed 
as they now are of battered and broken limbs from hurricane and other 
causes over the years. Cutting of heavy brush in this part of the property 
remains to be done, and the Committee hopes to complete this, largely by 
volunteer labor, within the next year or two. It is interesting to note that 
part of this section is swampy, the natural habitat for a variety of song- 
birds, and that care is being taken to leave adequate small-growth for 
their protection. 

There has been some depradation in the Forest, including the cutting 
down of half a dozen good-sized oak and white birch trees, but the more 
effective patrol of the property undertaken by the Police Department at 
the request of the Committee has improved matters in this regard. How- 
ever, the Committee continues to postpone indefinitely the planting of any 
more small pine and spruce trees, which in the past have been the target 
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of chopping and uprooting. The program of contract surgery on all large 
trees throughout the area will continue to be pursued. The visible results 
of this, so far, are most encouraging and attractive. The Committee be- 
lieves that, certainly for the present, this is the proper sphere of action 
for the expenditure of the small annual appropriation allotted by the 
Town. 

While the fire hazard during part of the year was considerable, the 
Forest escaped harm in this respect. 

Pleasant homes now fringe the Forest on the north and east sides, and 
may ultimately do so on the west side. On the whole, these adjacent home 
owners are careful not to deposit rubbish of any sort in the Forest. The 
occasional dumping of refuse in the property is usually done by persons 
driving in by an access road under cover of darkness. Evidence of such 
instances is reported to the Board of Health whenever discovered. 

To the South, the Forest is bordered by land of the City of Medford 
used for park and cemetery purposes, and consequently exempt from com- 
mercial and residential building. To the twenty-seven acres of the Clara 
G. Brooks Woods, therefore, is added a substantial area of open land in 
Medford, creating altogether both an expanse of much beauty and a bar- 
rier against further encroachment of urban expansion on that side of 
Winchester between Main and Grove Streets. 

To all lovers of nature and seekers of a quiet and nearby haven where 
there is beauty and serenity whatever the season, the Committee com- 
mends this inviting spot so fortunately owned by our Town.

The Building Committee for Enlarged Facilities for Senior and Junior 
High Schools and School Administration Offices was created by vote of the 
1957 Annual Town Meeting. These enlarged facilities have been provided 
by the Lynch Junior High School, a 750-pupil building, which opened for 
classes in September, 1961 and which now accommodates the school admin- 
istration offices in space designed for ultimate classroom use when enroll- 
ments increase to a level requiring space for more than 600 pupils. The 
Committee has now completed or provided for the completion of all con- 
struction items and has procured more items of furnishings, furniture and 
equipment than were originally contemplated.

Report of Personnel Board 


The principal activities in which the Personnel Board was engaged 
during the year 1962 are briefly described in subsequent sections of this 
Report. Final action on some items reported cannot be completed until 
the 1963 Town Meeting has considered recommendations which this Board 
will submit. 


1) Recommendations to the 1962 Annual Town Meeting 


The Town Meeting Members approved Personnel Board recommenda- 
tions for certain individual wage and salary changes resulting from review 
and study during the year. In addition they approved a general increase 
of 3% of annual salary and wages for those full time and part time Town 
employees other than professional School Department and Recreational 
personnel. The general increase originally recommended by the Personnel 
Board (in their February, 1962 Report to Town Meeting. Members) was 
4%. However, at the Annual Town Election 32B was accepted which en- 
tailed an additional cost of approximately $30,000 per year for those depart- 
ments under the Personnel Board jurisdiction and therefore the Person- 
nel Board decided to modify their original recommendation to 3%. 


The Town Meeting Members also adopted the Personnel Policy Guide 
which sets forth the basic personnel policies and practices to be observed 
by the Town Departments. This publication was developed as the result 
of many meetings with department heads over the past several years. The 
vote reads in part “. . . revising and superseding any and all present poli- 
cies adopted at previous Town Meetings in connection with any and all 
the matters covered...” 
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2) Special Surveys 

The Board continued its review of descriptions of several full time and 
part time jobs which required in several cases special surveys of community 
rates aS well as detailed analysis of the jobs. The results of these over-all 
studies indicated that adjustments should be made in some cases. 

For the past several years recommendations for general increases have 
been based, in part, on the relationship of our Wage and Salary Schedule 
to that of our Community Towns. As usual almost no information is 
available at this time as to what action is being contemplated for 1963 by 
these Community Towns, therefore, the Personnel Board has no basis at 
this time for making any recommendation for a general increase in 1963. 

Detailed comparisons were made of representative occupations com- 
paring Winchester rates with those paid for similar positions in other 
Community Towns. A copy of this Survey with the actual rates paid in 
1962 is attached as Appendices 1-2-3. 


3) Requests Processed. 

The Board promulgated decisions or recommendations on various spe- 
cific questions submitted throughout the year by town authorities or em- 
ployees. These matters generally involved questions of job evaluations, 
classification, entitlement to vacation or salary benefits, consideration of 
requests for extension of paid sick-leave, as well as such matters pertaining 
to the interpretation of the Personnel Policy Guide. 

4) Participation in Massachusetts Municipal Personnel Boards Association 

The Personnel Board participates as a member of the Massachusetts 
Municipal Personnel Boards Association which provides an excellent cen- 
tralized source for obtaining information. The Massachusetts) Municipal 
Personnel Boards Association distributes an annual report and wage survey 
as well as bulletins pertaining to matters of interest to the membership. 

The Board accepted with regret the resignation of Mr. David S. Ward- 
well who made significant contribution to the Town during his tenure on 
the Board. 

Board Members recognize with deep appreciation the consideration, 
cooperation and support of Town Meeting Members and all town author- 
ities, employees and members of other town groups who have participated 
in matters involving Personnel Board action throughout the year.

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Report of the 
Building Laws Revision Committee 


The past year has seen the enactment of revisions to the Building Laws; 
the sections pertaining to steel construction have been modernized and a 
Permit Fee system has been instituted. Although these were voted by the 
1962 Town Meeting, they did not go into effect until August, following ap- 
proval by the Attorney-General. 

The Fee Schedule appears to be working out quite well; its operation 
offers no great problems to the Building Department; acceptance and co- 
operation by permit applicants has been gracious; the financial return, to 
the Town will be significant. ($2716.00 has been received from August 21 
through the end of November.) Certain minor omissions and needs for 
clarification have been brought to light; they can and will be readily taken 
care of. 

This committee remains convinced that our present Code is grossly 
obsolete and will eventually require a massive overhaul. The task will be 
overwhelming in magnitude. However, the wisdom, experience and dis- 
cretion of the present officials make immediate action unnecessary. The 
long-range program is, we feel, our most vital obligation and it is receiving 
continuing and intensive study. 

The Committee is thankful for the sincere cooperation it has received 
from all persons involved and is grateful for the opportunity to he of 
service to the Town.

Report of the Winchester Development 
and Industrial Commission 


The land available for Industrial Development is getting smaller as 
each year passes by. In 1962 the land owned by Mrs. Daly on River Street 
was sold and a new building was constructed currently tenanted by a 
research company. 

In the latter part of 1962 another modern building was constructed on 
the Parkview Electronics Area off Cross Street. On or about January 1, 
1963 this building will be occupied by a scientific research and development 
company and will have a personnel of about 50. 

At the Fall Town Meeting the members voted not to sell the Town 
owned land at the foot of Tufts Road. 
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The three remaining industrial areas available are the following: 
1. Winchester Crushed Stone Land — about 6 acres. 
2. J.J. Fitzgerald Land — Olive Street. 


3. Beggs and Cobb land on Main Street about 11 - 12 acres. Extensive 
efforts have been made to sell this land. One Boston Broker worked on it 
exclusively for 6 months, advertised it, showed it, and conducted sales re- 
search in an effort to sell it. His for sale sign is still on the property. 


This parcel of land is located in a very strategic position on Main Street 
has railroad siding, is on a bus line, is near routes 93 and 128, has wells 
capable of producing about 1,000,000 gallons of water daily. Your Com- 
mission has shown the property several times, discussed it and advertised it. 


One large plant is for sale. It is Ingersol Chicken Building on Main 
Street.

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Report of the Town Accountant 


December 31, 1962 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 41, Section 61 of the 
General Laws, I herewith submit my report of the financial transactions 
of the Town of Winchester for the year ending December 31, 1962, together 
with miscellaneous tables and statistics. 


Ordinary Operations 

The ordinary revenues of the town, including water, exceeded the total 
expenditures for ordinary operations, including water, by $221,139.11. Actual 
receipts for the year were $101,614.25 in excess of estimates, revenue appro- 
priation balances reverted were $118,383.62, and assessments made after 
the fixing of the tax rate amounted to $1,141.24. 

On, December 31, the general surplus revenue account had a balance 
of $710,067.38, of which $621,379.39 was available for expenditure. The 
amount available is $26,861.08 less than was available a year ago. 


Debt Operations 
The funded debt of the town decreased by $295,000.00 during the year 
as a result of payments on maturing debt and the fact that no new debt 
was incurred. The reduction of the debt and increasing valuations pro- 
duced an increase in the available borrowing capacity which, as of Decem- 
ber 31, 1962, stood at $1,198,256.00. 


Post Audit of Departments 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 41, Section 51 of the 
General Laws, the accounts of the various town officers and boards entrust- 
ed with the receipt, custody, or expenditure of money have been examined. 
In each case, after reconciliation, the records have been found correct. 


Examination of Trust Funds 
In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 41, Section 53 of the 
General Laws, the accounts of the Commissioners of Trust Funds and the 
Town Treasurer have been examined. The securities held by these trustees 
have been examined and found to be in proper order. The cash balances 
of the trustees have also been verified.
